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INTRODUCTORY. 

A  Public  School  System. 

A  public  school  system  is  more  the  expansion  and  development  of 
an  idea  than  a  creation  of  law.  The  General  Assembly  may  provide 
the  school  machinery  and  vote  money  with  which  to  operate  it,  but  a 
scheme  or  system  of  instruction,  with  its  several  adjuncts  and  varied 
ramifications,  can  no  more  depend  upon  the  law  creating  it  to  make 
it  efficient  than  a  man  can  rely  on  a  good  suit  of  clothes  to  make 
him  respectable.  Our  public  school  law  is  a  public  expression  of 
what  we  think  of  the  subject  of  education^  our  public  school  system, 
as  we  find  it,  shows  our  real  attitude,  our  inward  feeling  toward 
that  which  we  publicly  professed,  and  is  the  only  obtainable  evi- 
dence of  what  we  are  willing  to  do,  in  our  quiet  moments,  to  carry 
into  effect  the  convictions  which  were  crystallized  into  law.  Pro- 
fessions and  possessions  with  an  individual  are  sometimes  at  vari- 
ance, and  it  is  well  to  assume  that  the  same  variation  may  apply  to 
a  people — an  aggregation  of  individuals — whose  deeds  are  not  always 
consistent  with  their  words. 

Our  School  Law. 

No  one  can  well  doubt  that  Maryland  has  an  excellent  school  law 
which  is  well  adjusted  to  produce  good  results  and  makes  possible 
wonderful  educational  achievement  and  efficiency.  It  will  be 
changed  and  modified  from  time  to  time  to  meet  new  conditions  and 
growing  demands ;  nevertheless,  it  is  recognized  by  educators  in  our 
own  and  from  other  States  as  an  admirable  and  effective  piece  of 
school  machinery — workable,  harmonious  and  well  adapted  for  the 
work  it  was  designed  to  accomplish.  If  the  efficiency  of  a  school 
system  were  rated  on  a  basis  of  the  excellence  of  the  law  which 
underlies  it,  Maryland  would  be  at  the  top  of  a  list  of  the  States. 
The  fact  remains,  however,  that  our  schoolroom  results  are  not  as 
good  as  our  law  is  excellent;  or,  in  other  words,  our  theory  of  edu- 
cation is  in  advance  of  our  practice. 

The  State  school  system  is  our  largest  unit  in  educational  admin- 
istration. It  is  a  sort  of  school  fabric  into  which  are  woven  thou- 
sands of  smaller  units  which  we  term  neighborhood  or  district 
schools.  The  fabric,  as  a  whole,  is  no  stronger  than  the  average 
school  is  efficient,  and  this  observation  makes  clear  the  remedy  for 
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our  main  defect.  The  question  naturally  arises  at  this  juncture: 
''What  can  be  done  to  bring  about  a  higher  average  in  schoolroom 
results?"  And  the  answer  as  naturally  follows:  ''Make  the  poor 
schools  better  schools 

IMl'OUrANCE  OF  THE  TuAINED  TeA('1JEU. 

We  not  only  have  a  good  school  law,  but  the  schoolhouses  thi'ough- 
out  the  State  are  fast  becoming  creditable.  These  two  commendable 
adjuncts  to  an  effective  plan  of  education  are  highly  necessary  and 
desirable,  but  they  are  not  the  most  vital  factors.  The  real  worth  of 
an  enterprise  cannot  be  accurately  measured  by  the  character  of  the 
house  which  shelters  and  the  machinery  which  operates  it.  but 
rather  by  the  quality  of  its  product.  This  argument  holds  good  in 
educational  affairs.  The  product  of  the  public  school  must  be  the 
standard  for  measuring  its  efficiency ;  and  not  until  this  fact  is  fully 
realized  and  regarded  by  all  interested  parties  will  the  school  become 
as  useful  and  efficient  as  is  possible  under  the  provisions  of  our  law. 
School  administrators  from  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  the 
Board  of  District  School  Trustees  must  be  as  wise  in  fostering  and 
executing  the  provisions  of  the  school  laws,  and  in  having  them  un- 
derstood and  appreciated,  as  were  our  legislators  in  enacting  them. 
With  the  Germans  it  is  a  maxim:  "The  teacher  is  the  school."  We 
must  all  admit  that  the  most  vital  part  of  any  school  systiMii  is  its 
teaching  force.  All  that  money  can  purchase  in  the  Avay  of  build 
ings  and  equipment  will  be  nullified  if  an  incompetent  teacher  is  in 
charge.  Public  opinion  has  not  been  sufficiently  aroused  to  demand 
a  capable  teacher  for  every  school.  When  that  time  comes  we  shall 
have  reached  the  millennium  in  school  administration.  It  may 
never  come,  probabl}^  never  wuU  come,  but  that  need  not  discourage 
us  from  working  more  zealously  toward  such  a  goal,  and  furnishes 
no  excuse  for  not  doing  so. 

Generally  speaking,  the  people  of  the  State  are  not  well  informed 
relative  to  the  real  status  of  the  school,  nor  are  they  in  sympathetic 
co-operation  with  its  management.  Tlie  poor  school  will  continue  to 
be  in  evidence  until  the  people  of  the  community  actually  want  a 
better  and  are  willing  to  pay  the  price  to  obtain  it.  The  incapable 
teacher  must  not  be  supplanted  by  another  incompetent.  We  must 
be  in  a  position,  where  an  inefficient  teacher  is  dismissed  for  the 
good  of  scIjoo],  to  offer  an  efficient  one  for  the  place.  Facilities 
for  training  teachers  must  be  increased  or  we  must  go  outside  of  the 
State  for  our  recruits.    In  cither  even  I  wo  must  ])ay  for  the  1  raining. 
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If  our  normal  schools  are  not  organized  to  graduate  enough  students 
to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  positions  of  teachers  which  annually 
occur,  the  County  School  Board  should  be  authorized  to  establish  a 
teachers'  training  course  in  one  approved  first-group  high  school  for 
such  persons  as  desire  to  become  teachers  but  are  unable  to  attend 
a  State  normar school.  With  such  provisions  the  school  authorities 
should  then  require  that  every  new  and  inexperienced  applicant  for 
a  teacher's  position  be  trained-  Back  of  and  supporting  teacher 
betterment  and  increased  appropriations  for  schools  there  must  be  a 
more  sincere  and  deep-rooted  public  sympathy.  Public  conscience 
needs  to  be  awakened  that  our  school  system  may  have  moral  as  well 
as  financial  support.  Nearly  all  our  troublesome  problems  can  be 
traced  to  an  attitude  of  indifference  on  the  part  of  the  people. 
School  taxes  should  be  as  much  a  heart  expression  as  a  pocketbook 
demand.  An  interest  can  be  awakened  which  will  cause  the  people 
to  desire  better  school  conditions,  and  when  once  aroused  will  sus- 
tain itself.  No  public  school  system  can  achieve  great  things  unless 
it  has  public  sympathy  and  moral  support,  and  these  will  come  when 
the  public  is  taken  into  the  confidence  of  our  school  authorities  and 
are  consulted  about  the  one  question  which  more  nearly  than  any 
other  enters  every  threshold  that  has  a  six-year-old,  and  thrusts  its 
hand  into  the  pocket  of  every  taxpayer.  A  larger  expenditure  of 
energy  must  be  made  to  have  the  home  realize  that  the  school  is  its 
right  arm,  dependent  for  vigor  and  strength  upon  the  body  of  which 
it  is  a  part.  There  must  be  co-operation  between  the  two  if  we 
Avould  avoid  a  dead  school.  Any  movement  which  will  bring  about 
a  fuller  realization  that  education  is  primarily  the  duty  of  the  home, 
and  is  still  a  co-operative  plan  between  the  home  and  school;  that  a 
successful  school  system  rests  as  largely  on  popular  interest  and 
sympathy  as  on  financial  aid,  and  that  it  is  the  chief  business  of 
those  who  direct  and  manage  school  affairs  to  unite  our  people  into  a 
solid  phalanx,  claiming  for  the  sacred  interests  of  education  a  more 
general  recognition  and  a  higher  public  appreciation,  deserves  our 
best  thought  and  effort. 


Needed  School  Legislation. 

It  is  our  judgment  that  the  public  school  law  can  be  improved  and 
the  possibilities  of  our  school  system  for  increased  efiSciency  be  in- 
creased by  having  the  following  recommendations  enacted  into  law 
or  reduced  to  practice: 

1.  A  State-wide  compulsory  school  attendance  law. 
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2.  A  State  school  tax  of  sixteen  (10)  cents  for  the  elementary 
schools,  and  special  appropriations  for  normal  and  high  schools  and 
the  teachers'  retirement  fund. 

3.  Authority  given  to  County  School  Boards  to  inaugurate  in  one 
approved  high  school  of  each  county  an  elective  teachers'  training 
course  for  such  students  who  desire  to  teach  but  are  unable  to  at- 
tend a  State  normal  school,  and  after  1015  to  require  all  new  appli- 
cants for  teaching  positions  to  have  special  training. 

4.  A  minimum  county  school  tax  of  thirty  (30)  cents.  , 

5.  A  change  in  tlie  law  governing  County  Institutes  which  will 
enable  a  County  School  Board  to  send  a  i)ercentage  of  its  teacliers 
to  a  six  weeks'  summer  school  in  lieu  of  holding  an  institute. 

6.  A  statutory  provision  for  a  State  Supervisor  of  rural  schools. 

7.  Directing  each  County  School  Board  to  set  apart  one  day  of 
the  school  year  for  a  Count}^  School  Fair  and  Educational  Rally 
Day. 

8.  An  educational  survey  of  at  least  two  counties  each  year  to 
determine  actual  scliool  conditions  as  a  basis  for  im])roved  methods 
in  supervision  and  administration. 

9.  A  joint  arrangement  between  the  State  and  Worcester  county 
to  erect  a  building  at  Ocean  City,  which  shall  be  so  constructed  that 
it  can  be  used  for  a  county  school  building  and  as  a  permanent  meet- 
ing place  for  the  Maryland  State  Teachers'  Association  and  such 
other  educational  gatherings  as  may  desire  to  use  it. 

10.  A  minimum  school  year  of  seven  months  for  the  colored 
schools. 

11.  Increased  appropriations  for  the  Maryland  State  Normal, 
Frostburg  Normal  and  the  Normal  and  Industrial  Training  Scliool 
for  Colored  Students. 

School  Statistics. 

The  result  shown  by  a  com])ilation  of  State  School  Statistics 
for  the  3'ear  is  gratifying.  Compared  Avitli  the  previous  year,  notable 
increases  are  shown  in  practically  every  item  which  makes  for  ad- 
vancement and  increased  efficiency.  The  following  increases  over 
the  previous  year  are  worthy  of  note :

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In  addition  to  noting  the  foregoing  increases,  it  may  be  of  interest 
to  state  that  the  total  expenditures  for  public  education  for  the  first 
time  passed  the  five  million  dollar  mark,  and  that  a  conservative 
valuation  of  all  school  property  in  the  State  gives  us  a  figure  of 
more  than  ten  and  one-half  millions  of  dollars.

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MARYLAND'S  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

A  Retrospect. 

M.  Bates  Stephens^  State  Superintendent. 

Opinions  concerning  schools  and  their  proper  function  in  a  scheme 
of  republican  or  democratic  government  wax  and  wane  as  much  now 
in  a  decade  as  thej  formerly  did  in  a  century.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  public  opinion  habitually  rules  in  a  Government  such  as  ours  is, 
it  is  a  most  wholesome  sign  that  many,  rather  than  a  few,  have  con- 
victions on  the  work  of  our  educational  agencies  and  their  methods, 
and  are  willing  to  express  them.  As  great  men  and  women  in  large 
numbers  in  any  department  of  work  are  produced  when  the  body  of 
the  people,  as  a  whole,  are  interested  in  that  special  activity,  so  will 
there  come  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  cause  of  popular  education 
and  a  wider  extension  of  facilities  which  will  make  education  more 
universal  and  effective  when  all  our  people  become  keenly  alive  to 
the  almost  universal  belief  that  the  school  is  the  greatest  social  in- 
stitution in  American  life. 

The  vital  importance  of  universal  education  in  a  democracy  has 
never  been  recognized  as  fully  as  the  merits  of  the  proposition  de- 
serve. Everyone  to  whom  have  been  committed  the  powers  of  sov- 
ereignty should  have  preparation  for  exercising  such  functions 
wisely  and  intelligently.  In  a  republic  we  find  every  voter  in  what 
we  may  term  the  "government  business."  He  helps  to  form  public 
opinion,  and  this  practically  rules  in  the  making  and  execution  of 
laws.  The  assumption  of  popular  government  that  it  is  founded  in 
and  rests  upon  the  virtue  and  intelligence  of  the  people  implies  that 
the  public  opinion  which  rules  it  is  no  more  intelligent  than  the 
opinion  of  the  average  individual.  This  suggests,  at  least  by  impli- 
cation, the  magnitude  of  some  scheme  of  education  which  will  reach 
all  people  of  school  age  and  be  so  organized  and  conducted  as  will 
bring  to  all  a  preparation  to  meet  worthily  and  efficiently  the  obli- 
gations which  are  imposed  on  our  American  citizenship. 

Our  belief  that  this  question  of  public  instruction  in  Mary- 
land is  of  primary  importance  and  that  education  is  the 
^'cause  of  causes"  furnishes  a  motive  for  the  State  Department  of 
Education  to  plan  a  movement  to  establish  for  each  county  one  day 
of  the  school  year  for  a  meeting  of  all  the  school  children  and  pa- 
trons, to  be  known  as  Educational  Rally  Day.    Aside  from  the 
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massmeeting  feature  where  addresses  on  educational  subjects  will  be 
delivered  there  will  also  be  an  exhibit  of  the  best  work  of  each 
school,  athletic  and  grade-subjects  contests  and  other  features  to 
emphasize  horticultural  and  agricultural  education.  We  believe 
these  public  meetings  will  prove  one  of  the  effective  ways  to  have 
our  people  consider  the  sacredness  and  importance  of  universal 
education. 

Historical. 

No  attempt  will  be  made  at  this  time  to  review  educational  devel 
opment  and  descuss  the  various  steps  which  led  to  an  inauguration 
of  the  first  State  system  of  public  schools  in  1865.  While  Governor 
Nicholson  was  presiding  over  the  destinies  of  the  colony,  King  Wil- 
liam's School  was  started  as  one  of  a  chain  of  schools — one  for  each 
county — and  the  Legislature  in  1696  levied  a  tax  for  maintenance. 
The  revenue  was  disappointing  in  the  amount  it  raised  and  only  two 
schools  at  that  time  were  opened.  The  act,  however,  was  perhaps 
the  first  effort  on  the  part  of  any  colony  to  provide  a  general  scheme 
or  system  of  education  in  the  country,  and  as  such  it  was  remark- 
able. There  were  spasmodic  efforts  to  devise  a  comprehensive  plan 
which  would  include  primary  instruction,  but  all  these  failed  until 
the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1864  made  a  declaration  in  favor 
of  a  State  system  of  instruction  and  levying  a  State  school  tax  to 
maintain  it,  at  least  in  part.  The  first  system  of  1865  took  away 
the  various  academic  appropriations  and  converted  them  into  a  high 
school  fund  and  also  concentrated  in  the  State  Board  of  Education 
very  large  powers.  Time  has  demonstrated  that  these  were  wise 
provisions,  but  popular  discontent,  based  on  reluctance  to  surrender 
any  local  authority  then  enjoyed,  or  to  give  up  a  local  academic  ap- 
propriation, swept  away  the  system  of  1865  and  that  of  1867  took  its 
place.  It  is  the  one  provided  for  by  the  Constitutional  Convention 
of  1867,  under  the  provisions  of  which  we  have  been  working  since 
that  time  with  such  modifications  of  and  additions  to  Article  77  of 
our  present  Constitution  as  the  changing  conditions  of  civilized  life 
have  demanded. 

Office  of  State  Superintendent. 

As  early  as  1825  the  position  of  State  Superintendent  was  pro- 
vided and  a  person  designated  to  fill  the  office.  Owing  to  failure  to 
provide  funds  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  per- 
son appointed  never  qualified.    In  1865  there  was  provision  for  such 
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an  ofiScial  to  act  as  the  executive  head  of  the  State  schools,  and  Dr. 
Libertus  Von  Bokkelm  was  appointed  and  held  the  position  until 
1868.  In  1870  the  Legislature  re-established  the  State  Board  of 
Education  and  made  the  principal  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal 
School,  ex  officio,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Education.  Dr. 
M.  Alexander  Newell  continued  in  this  oflflce  from  1870  to  1890,  when 
Dr.  E.  Barrett  Prettyman  was  elected  his  successor  as  principal  of 
The  Maryland  State  Normal  School  and  also  as  State  Superintendent. 

In  1900  the  General  Assembly  divorced  these  two  positions  and 
created  the  office  of  State  Superintendent  as  distinct  from  the  posi- 
tion of  principal  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  and  the 
incumbent  was  appointed  to  fill  the  new  position. 

This  restrospect  will  deal  mainly  with  educational  progress  in 
Maryland  since  1900.  Some  features  of  the  law  will  be  presented 
that  recommendations  may  be  made  which  an  association  of  a  quar- 
ter of  a  century  as  a  county  and  State  school  official  convinces 
the  writer  as  necessary  in  order  to  increase  the  general  efficiency  of 
our  State  school  system.  It  is  not  probable  nor  would  it  be  wise  to 
do  all  these  things  at  once,  but  experience  proves  that  all  of  them 
are  in  the  right  direction  and  should  sooner  or  later  be  made  parts 
of  our  school  machinery. 

School  Administration. 

A  stranger  to  our  system  at  first  blush  might  pronounce  our  school 
machinery  complex,  but  when  understood  it  is  quite  simple.  We 
have  a  State  Board  of  Education  controlling  school  matters  affecting 
the  State,  with  the  State  Superintendent  as  its  executive  officer;  a 
County  School  Board  controlling  school  matters  affecting  the  county, 
with  the  County  Superintendent  as  its  executive  officer,  and  the 
Board  of  District  School  Trustees  controlling  school  matters  affect- 
ing the  school  district,  with  the  teacher  as  its  executive  officer.  Can 
anyone  conceive  of  a  plan  for  a  school  administration  which  is  more 
adequate  in  its  provision  or  more  symmetrical  in  its  plan,  or  which, 
when  all  its  parts  are  working  harmoniously — everyone  connected 
with  it  living  up  to  what  the  law  expects  of  him — is  capable  of  pro- 
ducing better  results? 

With  all  deference  to  the  excellence  of  the  machinery  and  to  the 
worth  of  those  who  have  administered  its  affairs,  the  system,  as  such, 
is  not  as  efficient  as  we  have  a  right  to  expect.  There  is  something 
lacking  which  has  interfered  with  the  development  of  a  good  school 
spirit — a  popular  interest  which  will  defend  the  schools  in  sunshine 
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or  storm,  and  which  secures  for  school  work  that  public  support  and 
sympathy  which  it  must  have  to  be  effective.  It  is  fair  to  assume 
that  this  fault  lies  along  the  administrative  side  of  the  work.  The 
tirst  requisite  in  school  administration  is  a  general  recognition  of 
what  is  known  as  the  merit  system.  School  officials  and  teachers 
should  be  dismissed  from  the  service  only  for  misconduct  and  in- 
efficiency. Does  the  present  plan  of  administration  guarantee  this 
requisite?  Does  our  present  plan  of  appointments  encourage  a 
proper  tenure  of  office  which  will  likely  foster  the  merit  system  in 
school  work?  Contrary  to  the  spirit  of  a  democracy  which  pre- 
suppose that  all  "power  or  authority  must  come  from  the  people 
up,"  we  find  in  our  public  school  system,  which  was  instituted  as  a 
counterpart  of  a  republican  form  of  government,  an  authority,  in  a 
sense,  coming  from  the  head  of  the  State  government  down  to  the 
people.  In  other  words,  the  Governor  of  the  State  appoints  the 
members  of  the  County  School  Board,  and  these  members  appoint 
the  local  trustees.  Nowhere  in  the  plan  do  the  people  directly 
choose  their  own  rei)resentatives  in  the  system.  Thus  removed  from 
a  direct  voice  in  the  matter  of  school  control,  is  it  not  fair  to  assume 
that  for  this  reason  they  become  indifferent? 

Recommendation:  (1)  As  the  district  school  trustees  are  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  of  that  school  district,  the  men  and  women 
of  the  district  of  legal  age  should  choose,  in  a  spring  election,  to  be 
conducted  without  expense  to  the  county,  their  three  representatives, 
either  men  or  women,  as  they  may  decide.  Larger  powers,  includ- 
ing Ihe  authority  to  levy  a  tax  on  the  school  district  for  building 
purposes  or  some  special  improvement  within  proper  limits,  should 
be  delegated  to  these  trustees.  The  coimty  control  should  be  main- 
tained, but  the  authority  to  do  something  individual  and  thus  relieve 
the  schools  of  the  ''dead"  level  they  are  now  on  will  stimulate 
healthy  rivalry  and  will  awaken  a  livelier  local  interest  than  we  now 
have. 

(2)  The  Governor  is  the  proper  person  to  appoint  the  members  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education,  but  in  the  matter  of  appointing  mem- 
bers of  the  various  County  School  Boards  the  appointments  should 
rest  in  some  body  which  does  not  change  every  four  years.  As  much 
as  we  may  wish  it  otherwise,  recommendations  of  School  Commis- 
sioners usually  come  through  the  agency  of  the  political  governing 
body  of  the  county,  and  the  change  of  party  administration  is  fol- 
lowed by  a  wholesale  removal  of  old  officials  and  the  appointment  of 
new  men  in  their  places.  So  long  as  the  plan  prevails  there  will  be 
more  or  less  politics  in  school  administration.    There  are,  perhaps,. 
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greater  reasons  for  an  adherence  to  the  principles  of  civil  service  in 
the  appointment  of  county  school  officials  than  obtain  in  any  other 
department  of  our  State  government.  County  School  Commission- 
ers should  be  appointed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  should 
be  chosen  alone  for  their  fitness — the  only  other  consideration  being 
that  all  the  members  should  not  be  affiliated  with  any  one  party. 

(3)  The  County  Superintendent  should  be  appointed  by  the 
County  School  Board  and  also  dismissed  by  the  same  board,  but  in 
each  case  the  action  of  the  County  Board  should  have  the  approval 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

(4)  Every  school,  including  api)roved  high  schools,  should  have  a 
board  of  trustees,  who  shall  appoint  the  principal  teacher,  subject 
to  the  confirmation  of  the  County  School  Board.  All  assistant 
teachers  should  be  appointed  by  the  trustees,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  County  Superintendent.  Every  teacher,  whether  principal  or 
assistant,  should  have  the  right  of  appeal  when  dismissed,  and  the 
County  School  Board  should  hear  the  appeal  and  its  decision  should 
be  final.  Exceptions  to  rulings  on  legal  procedure  or  constructions 
of  law  may  be  taken  to  the  State  Board  of  Education.  As  the  State 
Board  of  Education  has  no  power  to  summon  witnesses,  and  should 
not  be  burdened  with  cases  involving  testimony, all  such  cases  should 
be  heard  by  the  County  School  Board,  and  in  no  case  should  be 
lieard  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  This  observation  is  meant 
for  those  cases  where  the  professional  rather  than  moral  character 
is  at  iRsue. 

Co:mfulsory  School  Attendance. 

The  Legislature  of  1902  considered  a  bill  to  require  school  attend- 
ance of  all  children  between  the  ages  of  8  and  14  years.  All  the 
counties  but  Allegany  Avere  excepted  from  the  provisions  of  the 
bill  as  it  was  finally  passed,  so  only  Baltimore  City  and  Allegany 
county  were  included.  A  compulsory  school  law  was  passed  by  the 
last  Legislature  which  left  its  adoption  and  enforcement  to  the 
School  Boards  of  the  several  counties,  excepting  the  five  counties 
whose  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly  had  exempted  their 
counties.  Five  County  School  Boards  have  approved  the  law  and 
are  enforcing  its  provisions,  with  the  result  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  from  10  to  15  per  cent,  in  school  attendance,  while  the 
additional  cost  has  not  been  appreciable.  There  should  be  a  State- 
wide compulsory  attendance  law,  because  it  is  one  of  the  essential 
elements  of  a  complete  school  system.    Apart  from  any  considera- 
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tiou  of  the  ihoiisauds  ol  boys  and  girls  it  would  guarantee  training 
and  education  for  citizenship  and  life,  such  a  law  w^ould  bring  dis- 
tinction and  a  higher  standard  for  our  State  system  of  schools. 

Recommendation :  A  good,  common-sense,  State-wide  compulsory 
school  attendance  law  for  all  children  not  attending  school  between 
the  ages  of  S  and  14  years,  and  tlic  time  required  for  the  school  year 
to  be  not  less  than  five  months. 

Manual  and  Industrial  Education. 

The  closing  years  of  the  nineteenth  century  witnessed  the  tirst  for- 
ward step  by  the  General  Assembly  in  the  recognition  of  the  value  of 
manual  arts  in  a  scheme  of  education.  Each  county  in  the  State, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  manual  training  law  passed  in  1896. 
could  receive  an  appropriation  of  |1,500  for  a  manual  training  de- 
partment, to  be  connected  with  some  one  school  to  be  selected  by  the 
County  School  Board.  Prof.  Alexander  Chapman,  of  Talbot  county, 
first  prepared  a  bill  and  it  was  his  county  which  first  availed  itself 
of  the  appropriation.  Manual  training  for  boys  and  domestic  sci- 
ence and  art  for  girls  are  now  required  subjects  in  the  high  school 
course.  An  appropriation  of  |1,500  has  been  made  for  one  central 
colored  school,  provided  the  county  has  more  than  ten  sucli  schools, 
one-half  of  which  is  to  employ  a  supervisor  of  industrial  training  for 
the  county  and  the  remainder  for  the  maintenance  of  a  school  where 
the  industrial  arts  are  taught. 

The  appropriations  made  for  manual  and  industrial  training  by 
Maryland  were  the  most  liberal  of  all  the  States,  and  the  construc- 
tive law  of  189G  has  given  our  State  an  enviable  position  in  the  more 
practical  subjects. 

Recommendation :  Industrial  training  should  be  required  in  all 
the  colored  schools  of  the  counties.  About  fifteen  counties  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  State  appropriation  and  there  has  been  a 
noticeable  improvement  in  the  schools  of  such  counties. 

Domestic  science  and  art  are  now  required  only  in  high  schools. 
Many  girls  who  are  not  able  to  take  a  high  school  course  need  the 
benefits  of  such  training  in  a  pre-eminent  sense,  and  instruction  in 
these  home  economic  subjects  should  be  requirecl  in  ihc  sixth  and 
seventh  grades. 

Revision  of  the  School  Law. 

Changes  in  the  school  law  were  infrequent  and  not  very  important 
until  1904.  when  the  General  Assembly  passed  what  was  known  as 
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the  General  Education  bill.  The  principal  features  of  this  bill  were 
as  follows,  viz : 

1.  State  Board  increased  to  a  membership  of  six  in  addition  to  the 
Governor  and  State  Superintendent,  who  are  members  ex  officio, 
and  provision  for  minority  representation. 

2.  A  school  year  of  at  least  nine  months  for  white  schools. 

3.  A  minimum  salary  of  |300  for  all  white  teachers  regularly 
employed. 

4.  A  tenure  of  office  for  principals,  giving  to  them  the  right  of 
appeal  when  dismissed. 

5.  A  State  school  tax  of  15  cents. 

6.  Authority  to  consolidate  schools. 

7.  An  annual  inspection  of  high  schools  and  manual  training 
departments. 

8.  Enlarging  the  fund  for  teachers'  pensions. 

9.  Providing  for  school  anniversaries. 

10.  Regulating  the  selection  of  books  for  school  libraries. 

These  new  features  gave  new  hope  and  a  new  era  in  school  prog- 
ress seemed  to  have  been  inaugurated.  It  had  the  effect  to  bring 
Maryland's  school  law  prominently  before  the  educators  of  the 
country  and  in  various  State  meetings,  and  also  in  the  National 
Education  Association  it  has  received  more  notice  and  favorable 
comment  than  have  been  given  to  any  other  State  school  law. 

In  1906  provision  was  made  by  the  State  for  commercial  depart- 
ments in  approved  high  schools.  Since  then  agriculture  has  also 
been  added  as  an  elective  course. 

In  1908  the  Legislature  gave  substantial  recognition  to  experi- 
enced and  efficient  teachers  by  declaring  that  teachers  whose  certifi- 
cates were  first-class  and  who  had  taught  for  eight  years  should 
not  receive  less  than  fl.oO;  five  years'  experience,  .1f400,  and  three 
years',  |350. 

Recommendation:  In  order  to  make  teaching  in  Maryland  a  pro- 
fession no  person  should  be  allowed  to  teach  who  has  not  had  either 
experience  or  special  training.  We  have  reached  the  point  where 
we  should  stop  the  practice  of  allowing  grammar  and  high  school 
students,  as  mere  novices,  without  special  knowledge  and  training 
bearing  on  the  duties  of  teaching,  to  accept  positions  in  our  schools. 
It  degrades  the  high  calling  of  teaching  and  depreciates  the  teacher's 
worth  in  a  school  system  in  the  eyes  of  the  public.  It  is  not  fair  to 
our  successful  and  experienced  teachers  who  have  given  years  and 
energies  to  the  work  to  permit  an  untrained  girl  at  18  to  enter  the 
sphere  as  a  competitor  and  from  the  very  start  receive  almost  as 
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much  compensation  as  the  one  who  understands  the  principles  un- 
derlying education  and  who  has  acquired  the  art  of  teaching. 

(1)  Until  our  normal  schools  can  furnish  an  adequate  supply  of 
graduates  to  fill  the  vacancies  which  occur  each  year,  the  Legislature 
s:hould  give  authority  to  the  County  School  Board  to  inaugurate  in 
one  approved  first  group  high  school  a  teachers'  traning  course  as  an 
elective  for  the  last  year,  and  then  take  one  additional  year  post- 
graduate work.  The  teacher  for  this  elective  course  should  be  a  very 
capable  person  and  the  appointment  should  be  confirmed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

(2)  Teachers  in  the  elementary  grades  whose  scholarship,  execu- 
tive ability  and  teaching  power  are  unquestioned  and  of  several 
years  of  experience  should  be  guaranteed  a  salary  of  not  less  than 
#600.  The  carpenter,  the  mason,  the  bricklayer  and  others  where 
less  scholarship  and  training  are  needed  receive  more  compensation 
tor  their  work  than  our  elementary  teachers.  We  owe  it  to  them 
and  the  cause  they  are  serving  so  well  to  give  them  a  more  decent 
salary. 

(3)  The  incoming  Legislature  should  give  the  16  cents  school  tax 
for  the  elementary  schools  and  provide  in  other  ways  for  the  teach- 
ers' pension  fund,  normal  and  high  school  appropriations,  free  book 
fund  and  appropriation  for  State  Department  of  Education.  County 
Commissioners  should  be  required  to  levy  enough  which,  together 
with  the  16  cents  from  the  State,  would  make  a  sum  suffictent  to 
employ  capable  teachers  for  the  rural  schools  and  pay  them  an 
adequate  salary. 

(4)  There  should  be  a  State  Supervisor  of  the  rural  »chools. 
They  do  not  have  any  State  Supervisor  at  present  and  will  not  ad- 
vance to  a  high  plane  of  excellence  until  some  one  who  is  an  expert 
in  dealing  with  the  rural  school  problem  is  in  charge  of  that  phase 
of  the  work. 

High  Schools. 

At  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War  the  State  thoroughly  «om- 
mitted  itself  to  the  policy  of  giving  financial  encouragement  to 
academies  and  colleges.  The  custom  still  prevails  so  far  as  the  col- 
leges are  concerned,  all  of  which  are  private  institutions.  The  pub- 
lic high  school  has,  in  almost  every  case,  taken  the  place  ef  the 
State-aided  academy. 

In  1910  the  General  Assembly  passed  a  high  school  law  which 
makes  possible  splendid  results  along  the  lines  of  secondary  educa- 
tion.   Approved  high  schools  of  the  first  group  which  must  have  an 
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enrollment  of  not  less  than  80  students,  four  grade  and  two  special 
teachers,  receive  an  appropriation  from  the  State  of  |2,300.  A 
.second  group  high  school  which  may  have  a  three  years'  course,  two 
grade  and  one  special  teacher  and  an  enrollment  of  not  less  than 
35  students,  receives  a  State  appropriation  of  |1,400.  It  is  generally 
conceded  that  Maryland  as  a  State  has  taken  advanced  gTounds  on 
this  question  and  already  has  an  excellent  system  of  high  schools 
and  a  high  school  curriculum  of  extraordinary  merit. 

Recommendation :  There  should  be  some  limitation  on  the  number 
of  these  schools  and  the  appropriation  should  not  be  a  charge  on  the 
State  school  tax  of  16  cents. 

Russell  Sage  Foundation  Report. 

Much  discussion  was  created  some  six  or  eight  months  ago  by  this 
report,  which  was  the  result  of  ten  tests  of  efficiency  in  a  compara- 
tive study  of  State  school  systems.  Maryland's  general  rank  was 
36, and  in  each  test  was  as  follows:  (1)  Children  in  school. 41;  school 
plant,  39:  expense  per  child,  35;  school  days  per  child,  29;  school 
year,  4 ;  attendance,  47 ;  expenditure  and  wealth,  46 ;  daily  cost,  38 ; 
high  schools,  33,  and  salaries,  18.  These  estimates  were  based  on 
school  statistics  gathered  before  1910,  since  which  time  we  have 
developed  a  system  of  high  schools.  All  States  with  a  large  negro 
population,  where  separate  schools  are  maintained  for  white  and 
colored  children,  rank  low  because  of  the  poor  buildings,  short  school 
year  and  poorly  paid  teachers.  Of  the  States  which  maintain 
separate  systems  for  whites  and  blacks,  Maryland  stands  second 
from  the  top.  In  such  a  comparative  study  no  State  can  hope  to 
rank  high  until  the  colored  schools  are  made  as  good  as  those  for 
white  children. 

It  is  noticeable  that  in  the  item  of  school  expense  for  each  |100 
worth  of  wealth  our  State  ranks  46 — Wyoming  and  New  Mexico 
being  the  only  States  which  spend  less  for  education  for  each  |100  of 
wealth.  Our  amount  is  23  cents,  while  the  following  are  some  of  the 
amounts  spent  in  other  States :  Oklahoma,  75  cents ;  Washington,  72 
cents ;  Utah,  51  cents ;  New  Jersey,  43  cents ;  Indiana,  39  cents ;  West 
Virginia,  37  cents ;  Ohio,  35  cents ;  Florida,  33  cents,  etc. 

A  colored  school  year  of  not  less  than  seven  months  and  a  com- 
pulsory school  attendance  law  will  easily  put  Maryland  first  of  all 
the  States  which  maintain  separate  schools  for  colored  children. 
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What  Figures  Show. 

A  comparison  of  some  school  statistics  for  the  counties  of  Mary- 
land for  the  years  1900  and  1912 :

An  increase  of  143%. 

Average  yearly  teachers'  salaries,  1900   $278.90 

Average  yearly  teachers'  salaries,  1912   403.94 

An  increase  of  45%. 


In  the  above  exhibit  there  are  these  notable  increases :  While  the 
general  population  and  the  enrollment  of  pupils  showed  the  same 
percentage  of  increase,  there  appears  an  increase  of  21  per  cent,  in 
school  attendance  as  against  9  per  cent,  in  enrollment;  an  increase 
of  143  per  cent,  in  number  of  pupils  above  Sixth  Grade,  and  an 
increase  of  45  per  cent,  in  the  yearly  salaries  of  teachers.  These 
phenomenal  increases  speak  eloquently  for  the  general  eflSciency  of 
our  schools. 
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HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

A  Summary  of  Requirements  for  High  Schools. 

FIRST  GROUP. 

In  order  that  First  Group  High  Schools  may  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  School  Law  and  the  By-Laws  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  they  must  satisfy  the  following  conditions : 

1.  A  bona  fide  enrollment  of  80  or  more  students. 

2.  Four  or  more  academic  teachers — full  time  or  equivalent. 

3.  A  four  years'  course  of  at  least  .36  actual  school  weeks  in  each 
year. 

4.  All  courses  of  study  shall  conform  to  those  prescribed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

5.  Salary  of  principal  shall  be  |1,200  or  more  and  that  of  assist- 
ants, regularly  employed,  not  less  than  |500  annually. 

6.  In  addition  to  the  regular  academic  course,  shall  provide 
manual  training  and  household  economic  courses. 

7.  Must  provide  a  commercial  or  an  agricultural  course. 

8.  A  library  of  at  least  100  volumes  related  to  secondary  work. 

9.  A  separate  room  set  aside  as  a  laboratory,  suitable  for  experi- 
mental and  demonstration  work  in  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Agri- 
culture.   (This  does  not  mean  part  of  a  recitation  room.) 

10.  At  least  |250  worth  of  apparatus  and  material  for  science 
work,  until  the  State  Board  increases  this  minimum. 

11.  The  diploma  must  show  the  course  taken,  group  of  school  and 
number  of  years  of  instruction  given.  The  form  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  State  Superintendent,  and  each  diploma  shall  be  signed  by 
him  before  being  issued  to  high  school  graduates. 

SECOND  GROUP. 

In  order  that  Second  Group  High  Schools  may  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  School  Law  and  By-Laws  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  they  must  satisfy  the  following  conditions : 

1.  A  bona  fide  enrollment  of  35  or  more  students. 

2.  Two  or  more  academic  teachers — full  time  or  equivalent. 

3.  A  three  years'  course  of  at  least  36  actual  school  weeks  in  each 
year. 

4.  All  courses  of  study  shall  conform  to  those  prescribed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 
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5.  Salary  of  principal  shall  be  $1,000  or  more  and  that  of  assist- 
ants, regularly  employed,  not  less  than  |500  annually. 

6.  In  addition  to  the  regular  academic  course,  shall  provide  one 
of  the  following  three  courses :  Manual  Training,  Agriculture,  Ooni- 
mercial  Work. 

7.  ^lay  extend  course  to  four  years  by  the  employment  of  such 
additional  teacher  or  teachers  as  the  State  Board  may  require,  and 
where  this  is  done  the  manual  training  course  shall  include  house- 
liold  economics  for  girls. 

8.  A  library  of  at  least  100  volumes  related  to  secondary  work. 

9.  A  separate  room  set  aside  as  a  laboratory,  suitable  for  experi- 
mental and  demonstration  work  in  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Agri- 
culture.   (This  does  not  mean  part  of  a  recitation  room.) 

10.  At  least  $250  worth  of  apparatus  and  material  for  science 
work,  until  the  State  Board  increases  this  minimum.

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EXPLANATORY  REMARKS. 

Seventeen  units  of  work  are  necessary  for  graduation.  Nine  units 
are  required,  as  follows  :  English  I,  II,  III  and  IV ;  Mathematics  I 
and  II;  Science  I;  History  IV,  and  Manual  Training  and  House- 
hold Economics  I  and  II.  The  olher  eight  units  are  elective,  with 
the  understanding  that  at  least  two  units,  including  those  required, 
be  elected  from  each  of  the  following  academic  departments :  Eng- 
lish, Mathematics,  History,  Science  and  Foreign  Language,  except 
Avhen  all  of  the  commercial  subjects  are  elected.  Music  and  drawing 
are  optional  subjects.  One  unit  will  be  allowed  for  the  course  in 
manual  training  and  household  economics.  This  subject  may  be 
given  two  double  periods  a  week  for  first  and  second  years,  or  one 
double  period  a  week  throughout  the  course.  No  credit  will  be 
allowed  for  less  than  two  consecutive  years'  work  in  a  foreign 
language. 

Elections  are  to  be  made  by  classes,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
principal,  and  principals  are  cautioned  against  permitting  elections 
which  will  multiply  the  number  of  classes  beyond  the  capacity'  of  the 
teaching  force. 

Ill  schools  whei-e  manual  training  and  household  economics  has 
not  been  elected  as  one  of  the  vocational  subjects  required  by  law, 
16  units  will  be  accepted  for  graduation. 

When  the  agricultural  course  is  elected,  foreign  language  may  be 
omitted,  but  four  units  of  science,  including  the  Avork  in  agriculture 
outlined  elsewhere,  shall  be  required. 

The  Roman  numbers  after  the  subjects  indicate  the  year,  and  sub- 
jects shall  be  pursued  throughout  the  school  year  unless  otherwise 
specified. 


THE  STANDARD  OF  MEASURE. 

The  "unit"  is  now  generally  accepted  in  this  country  as  the  most 
convenient  standard  for  measuring  work  in  secondary  schools. 

A  unit  represents  a  yeai^s  study  ui  any  siibject  in  a  secondary 
school,  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of  a  full  yearns  work, 
ilt  takes — 

(1)  The  four-year  high  school  course  as  a  basis  and  assumes 
that—

(2)  The  length  of  ihe  school  year  is  from  36  to  40  weeks ;  that — 

(3)  A  period  is  from  40  to  60  minutes  in  length ;  and  that — 

(4)  The  study  is  pursued  for  four  or  five  periods  a  week;  but 
under  ordinary  circumstances  a  satisfactory  year's  work  in  any 
subject  cannot  be  accomplished  in  less  than  120  60-minute  hours, 
or  their  equivalent.  Schools  organized  on  any  other  than  a  four- 
year  basis  can  nevertheless  estimate  their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit. 

Only  half  credit  is  allowed  for  work  in  laboratory,  manual  train- 
ing and  household  economics  departments  and  periods  should  con- 
sequently be  double  those  of  the  standard  recitation  periods. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COLORED  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL, 
CHESTERTOWN,  KENT  COUNTY,  MD. 

Chestertown,  Md.,  September  15tli,  1913. 

This  school  has  been  established  one  year.  I  am  pleased  to  state 
that  the  work  has  been  a  success.  Both  boys  and  girls  seem  to  be 
Interested  in  the  manual  work  and  enter  upon  their  other  school 
duties  with  added  zeal. 

Even  tlie  housewives  in  the  town  have  noticed  the  effect  of  this 
year's  Domestic  Science  training  upon  the  young  servants. 

The  girls  have  been  apt  pupils  in  cooking,  sewing  and  mat  and 
rug  making,  while  the  boys,  in  addition  to  mat  making,  have  done 
chair  caning  and  made  a  number  of  useful  household  articles. 

Among  the  large  articles  were :  One  buffet,  one  china  cabinet,  one 
lady's  desk,  one  office  desk,  one  toy  house,  one  magazine  rack,  one 
dresser,  two  tables,  one  Morris  chair,  one  foot-stool,  one  lawn  seat, 
one  combination  desk  and  bookcase. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  3  ear  an  exhibit  was  made  in  the  Colored 
M.  E.  Church  under  the  supervision  of  the  colored  Supervisor,  Mrs. 
Emma  L.  Miller. 

The  25  Colored  Schools  of  the  county  were  represented,  showing 
the  handiwork  of  the  pupils  of  the  entire  county  by  the  production 
of  such  useful  articles  in  Domestic  Science  Arts  as :  Dresses,  under- 
garments, gingham  and  white  aprons,  shirtwaists,  bureau  scarfs, 
doilies,  pillow  tops,  centre-pieces,  baskets  of  reed,  raffia  and  straw, 
hot-plate  mats  of  reed,  whisk  brooms,  shopping  bags,  shuck  mats, 
cardboard  baskets,  free-hand  drawings. 

The  Domestic  Science:  Bread,  pies,  cakes,  doughnuts,  crullers, 
candies,  salads,  jellies  and  preserves. 

In  Manual  Training:  The  work  enumerated  above. 

These  articles  Avere  sold  and  the  proceeds  will  be  used  to  purchase 
materials  to  assist  in  carrying  out  this  department  during  the 
coming  year. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  Industrial  Fund,  the  colored  teachers 
raised  and  used  for  this  department  in  their  schools  one  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  dollars  (|198.35)  and  thirty-five  cents  during  the 
year  1912-1013. 

Mrs.  Miller,  the  Supervisor,  made  one  hundred  (131)  and  thirty- 
four  visits  to  the  25  Colored  Schools  during  the  year  in  addition  to 
regularly  teaching  Domestic  Science  during  two  days  of  every  week 
at  the  Chestertown  Industrial  School. 
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The  Colored  Manual  Training  Teacher,  Powell  W.  Gibson,  visited 
every  Colored  School  in  the  county,  directing  such  Manual  Training 
work  as  could  be  done  in  the  rural  districts.  On  the  whole,  the  year 
has  been  a  profitable  one.

PUBLIC  COLORED  SCHOOLS  OF  WICOMICO  COUNTY,  MD. 
Report  of  the  Supervisor. 
SALISBURY,  MD. 

We  are  glad  to  note  a  great  degree  of  improvement  in  our  schools. 
Much  has  been  done  to  inspire  to  greater  activity  along  industrial 
lines  and  along  lines  that  make  for  good  citizenship. 

Many  of  our  teachers  represent  graduates  of  Howard  University, 
Baltimore  City  Training  School,  Cheney,  Hampton,  Dover  State 
College.  Princess  Anne  and  Armstrong  Manual  Training. 

The  school  and  home  have  been  related  as  far  as  possible  in  the 
work  of  the  year.  Parents  have  been  aroused  to  some  of  the  needs 
of  the  school  and  are  giving  their  support  for  better  schools.  Pupils 
have  been  taught  to  make  useful  things  of  common  materials  that 
are  found  in  the  different  communities;  cane  and  raffia  have  been 
distributed  to  several  schools. 

Industrial  work  is  taught  in  all  the  schools  outside  of  Salisbury 
one  to  two  hours  three  days  in  each  week.  Not  less  than  two  periods 
in  each  week  is  given  to  nature  study. 

Mardela  is  noted  for  cleanliness  and  neatness  of  the  room.  Sew^- 
ing,  whittling  and  raffia  weaving  are  taught  in  this  school. 

Very  good  work  has  been  done  in  the  Quantico  School.  Plain 
sewing  and  the  making  of  many  useful  articles  of  corn  shucks  were 
taught.  Seed  corn  testing  was  tried  by  teacher  and  pupils.  Results 
were  very  good. 

At  Wetipquin  School  sewing  and  special  care  of  the  room  occu- 
pied the  pupils  in  industrial  activities.  This  school  was  able  to 
have  a  very  creditable  display  at  the  annual  exhibit. 
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Scrub-broom  makiug,  oak  splint  basketry,  raffia  weaving  and 
sewing  were  taught  at  Head  Creek  School.  This  school  took  second 
prize  at  the  annual  exhibit. 

Parsonsburg  Scliool  gave  attention  to  whittling  for  the  boys,  school 
gardens  and  sewing. 

Salisbury  Industrial  School  did  excellent  work.  Manual  training 
in  wood  working,  chair  caning,  cooking  and  sewing  are  taught  in 
this  school.  First  and  second  grades  were  engaged  in  kindergarten 
occupations  which  led  to  industrial  work.  Industrial  work  is 
taught  daily. 

Shoe  repairing  was  introduced  in  the  Allen  School.  Parents  were 
well  pleased  with  this  as  a  means  of  occupation.  The  girls  did 
sewing  and  embroidering. 

Fruitland  School  took  first  prize  at  the  annual  exhibit.  Carpen 
try,  sewing,  canning  and  jelly  making  were  taught  in  this  school. 
A  sewing  machine  was  bought  during  the  year. 

At  Rock-a- Walking  School  attention  was  given  to  home  gardens. 
Collections  of  seeds  were  made.  The  seeds  were  properly  labeled 
and  kept  for  nature-study  lessons.  The  scholars  beautified  the 
grounds  with  plants  furnished  by  the  County  Superintendent.  Corn 
shuck  mats  of  excellent  qualitj-  were  made  in  this  school.  They 
were  sold  and  the  monej^  used  to  help  extend  the  school  year. 

Making  of  wreaths  for  the  Christmas  holidays  and  sewing  by. 
both  boys  and  girls  claimed  the  attention  of  the  Delmar  School. 

Nanticoke  School  did  good  industrial  work.  Tliird  j)rize  was 
awarded  this  school. 

In  conclusion,  it  gives  pleasure  to  note,  with  few  exceptions,  neat- 
ness and  cleanliness  prevailed  in  all  the  buildings  in  the  county. 
We  see  the  influence  of  the  schoolroom  reaching  far  and  near  for 
the  uplift  of  the  many  pupils.

MARYLAND  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  BUILDING, 
BALTIMORE,  MD. 

The  Association  of  School  Commissioners  and  County  Superin- 
tendents assembled  in  the  library  of  the  State  Normal  School  on 
Thursday,  December  5th,  at  the  call  of  the  President,  Mr.  Isaac 
Price,  of  Wicomico  county. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  C.  W.  Fontaine,  of  Somerset,  the  reading  of 
the  minutes  of  the  session  of  December  7th  and  8th,  1911,  was 
dispensed  with. 

State  Superintendent  M.  B.  Stephens  addressed  the  Association 
on  the  duties  of  Scliool  Commissioners  and  their  relation  to  the 
problems  of  public  education,  urging  a  long  tenure  of  office  for 
efficient  men. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Cook,  of  Baltimore  county,  opened  the  discussion  of  the 
topic,  "The  Compulsory  Attendance  Law  and  an  Efficient  Plan  to 
Enforce  It."  The  question  was  further  discussed  by  Superin- 
tendents E.  M.  Noble,  of  Caroline;  Frederick  Sasscer,  of  Prince 
George's,  and  others,  tlie  consensus  of  oi)inions  favoring  a  careful, 
tactful  and  judicious  application  of  the  law  without  resort  to  force 
except  in  extreme  cases. 

The  second  topic,  "The  Status  of  Negro  Education  in  Maryland 
and  Suggestions  to  Improve  Conditions,"  was  first  treated  in  a  very 
interesting  paper  by  Superintendent  J.  L.  Smyth,  of  Kent  county. 
The  discussion  was  continued  by  Messrs.  H.  K.  Beachley,  Wash- 
ington county;  B.  J.  Grimes,  Queen  Anne's;  Frederick  Sasscer, 
Prince  George's;  William  J.  Holloway,  Wicomico;  State  Superin- 
tendent Stephens  and  others. 

Dr.  Devereaux,  of  Montgomery,  spoke  in  favor  of  a  uniform  State 
qualification  for  teachers. 

On  motion,  the  Association  was  adjourned  till  9.80  o'clock  Friday 
morning.

The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  9.30  o'clock.  The  follow- 
ing Committee  on  Resolutions  was  announced  by  the  Chair:

The  topic  ''Some  Problems  of  the  Rural  Soliools  and  How  Best 
to  Solve  Them"  was  opened  by  Superintendent  Charles  T.  Wright, 
of  Harford.  This  paper  was  vigorously  discussed  by  Messrs.  W.  J. 
Holloway,  H.  E.  Rathbun,  Clarence  G.  Cooper,  Dr.  Devereaux, 
George  Morgan  and  others. 

Miss  Letitia  Weir,  Supervisor  of  Home  Economics,  Baltimore 
county,  discussed  very  fully  the  ''Technical  Training  Essential  for 
the  Home  Economic  Teacher." 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Stephens,  the  following  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting  on  the  ''Character  of 
Industrial  Training  Needed  in  One-Room  Rural  Schools":  B.  J. 
Grimes,  A.  S.  Cook,  A.  W.  Sisk,  John  D.  Worthington  and  John  G. 
Mills. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  adopted: 

Whereas,  This  Association  has  since  its  meeting  in  December, 
1911,  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Superintendent  John  P. 
Fockler,  of  Washington  county,  and  Dr.  S.  Simpson,  of  Carroll 
County;  and 

Whereas,  This  Association  feels  deeply  this  irreparable  loss; 
therefore, 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  we  place  on  record  our  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  worth  of  these  gentlemen  as  citizens  and  of  their  valued  serv- 
ices to  their  counties  and  the  entire  State,  our  highest  estimate  of 
their  abilities,  and  our  regard  for  them  as  faithful  and  earnest  co- 
workers; and 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to 
their  families. 
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The  earnest  discussion  by  this  body  of  the  problem  of  "Compul- 
sory Attendance  in  Our  Public  Schools"  has  emphasized  the  value 
of  its  correct  solution  to  the  people  of  our  State,  and  we  earnestly 
suggest  that  our  several  Boards  of  School  Commissioners  put  into 
effect  in  their  respective  counties,  as  soon  as  possible,  the  spirit  of 
the  compulsory  law  in  modified  form  at  least.

Annapolis,  Md.^  June  27,  1013. 

Whereas^  It  has  pleased  God  in  His  wise  Providence  to  remove 
from  our  midst  our  friends  and  co-workers.  Prof.  S.  M.  Young, 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Frederick  county,  and  Prof  R.  M. 
Browning,  of  Baltimore  City;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  their  death  the  Association  has  sustained  a  loss 
of  two  of  its  most  valuable  members,  and  that  while  we  greatly 
deplore  their  loss,  we  bow  in  humble  submission  to  the  will  of  Him 
who  doeth  all  things  well,  and  that  the  Association  extend  to  the 
families  of  the  deceased  its  sincere  expression  of  sympathy;  and  be

Dear  Sir:  Iu  compliance  with  the  law  I  herewith  submit  the 
annual  report  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School. 

The  number  of  pupils  during  the  year  ending  July  31,  1913,  was :

Total   381 


Number  who  received  diplomas  June,  1913,  entitling  them  to 
teach,  72.  All  of  these  excepting  two,  who  are  pursuing  higher 
courses  of  study,  received  positions  in  schools  and  are  now  teaching. 

The  Fall  session  of  1913  added  a  large  number  to  the  enrollment. 
At  the  writing  of  this  report  there  are  313  students  in  the  Normal 
School  alone,  every  county  in  Maryland  being  represented. 

This  increased  representation  is  probably  due  to  the  prospect  of 
larger  and  more  comfortable  accommodations  in  our  new  building. 
A  pleasing  feature  in  the  enrollment  is  that  more  men  are  preparing 
for  the  profession  of  teaching.  During  the  years  between  1901  and 
1911  there  were  not  more  than  five  male  students  at  any  time,  fre- 
quently but  one  or  two.  Today  there  are  19  enrolled  who  give 
promise  of  doing  good  work  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State. 

The  spirit  of  the  school  is  wholesome ;  the  dignity,  earnestness  and 
loyalty  to  tlie  student  body  are  commendable.  All,  it  is  true,  are  not 
equally  gifted,  but  each  is  trying  according  to  her  ability  to  accom- 
plish what  she  started  out  to  do:  to  fit  herself  for  the  high  calling 
of  the  worthy  teacher. 

Since  the  last  report  there  have  been  several  changes  in  the 
faculty. 

Miss  Anita  Dowell,  of  Calvert  county,  has  succeeded  Miss  Fannie 
K.  Reiche  in  the  Department  of  English,    ^fiss  Reiche  was  a  most 
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competent  teacher  in  her  subject  and  a  thoroughly  congenial  co- 
worker. 

Miss  Dowell  is  a  graduate  of  the  Girls'  Latin  School  and  of 
Goucher  College.  She  is  not  without  experience,  having  had  charge 
for  several  years  of  a  college  preparatory  school. 

In  the  fall  of  1912  Miss  Elsie  Hichew,  a  graduate  of  the  City 
High  School  and  of  the  Normal  School,  succeeded  Miss  Coale  in  the 
Model  School.  Miss  M.  Lucetta  Sisk,  of  Caroline  county,  who  holds 
the  diploma  of  the  State  Normal  School,  was  elected  at  the  same 
time  as  an  assistant  in  the  Normal  and  Model  Schools. 

The  apparatus  and  laboratory  supplies  of  the  school  are  inade- 
quate. We  have  delayed  asking  for  additional  until  we  learn  the 
nature  of  equipment  necessary  in  our  new  laboratories. 

We  have  sometimes  to  meet  the  criticism  "The  Normal  School  does 
not  give  a  college  education."  The  purpose  of  the  Maryland  State 
Normal  School  has  always  been — and  for  this  it  was  created — to 
train  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools  of  the  State.  To  secure 
admission  into  the  two-year  course  of  the  Normal  Department  the 
applicant  must  have  the  diploma  of  a  High  School  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  or  have  completed  the  course  of  the 
Preparatory  Department  in  the  Normal  School. 

Many  of  the  highest  positions  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State 
are  filled  by  the  graduates  of  the  Normal,  their  fitness  for  such 
positions  having  been  tested  in  the  crucial  experiences  of  the  one- 
room  rural  school.  What  more  arduous  task  in  our  educational 
work  is  there  than  that  of  the  teacher  who,  unassisted,  disciplines 
well  and  teaches  successfully  the  modern  course  of  study  by  modern 
methods?  Such  a  teacher  is  a  Napoleon  in  the  profession.  She 
deserves  all  that  a  grateful  community  can  give  her. 

President  Edward  J.  James,  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  says: 
"The  first  session  of  a  countrj^  school  which  I  attended  for  two  or 
three  years  was  taught  by  a  woman  who  received  her  training  as  a 
teacher  in  the  first  State  Normal  School  in  Illinois — the  old  State 
Normal  University.  I  have  always  felt  under  deep  personal  obliga- 
tions to  this  woman  and  to  the  school  which  trained  her  for  her 
work,  an  obligation  the  strength  of  which  I  have  rather  felt  increas- 
ing as  the  years  have  passed  away.  I  attended  many  schools  after 
that  first  winter;  had  the  benefit  of  the  instruction  of  many  teachers 
in  school  and  college  and  university,  in  this  State  and  other  States, 
in  this  country  and  other  countries,  but  I  never  felt  that  any  school 
or  any  teacher  did  more  for  me  than  the  little  ungraded  country 
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school  and  the  good  woman  who  conducted  the  work  in  1865  in 
McLean  county,  Illinois." — Ohio  School  Report,  1909-1911. 

The  present  course  of  study  in  the  Normal  School  has  been  pur- 
sued for  five  years.  Excellent  as  it  is,  the  growing  interest  in 
Domestic  Science,  Agriculture  and  the  rural  social  problems  seems 
to  determine  that  the  present  course  be  supplemented  by  practical 
instruction  in  these  subjects. 

The  equipment  of  every  Normal  School  graduate  should  be  such 
as  will  fit  lier  to  go  into  a  classroom  and  to  undertake  the  manage- 
ment and  instruction  of  the  children  therein  with  the  minimum  of 
friction  that  necessarily  attends  a  change  of  teachers.  Such  skill  is 
only  attainable  when  there  are  enough  pupils  to  multiply  the  eight 
grades  sulfieiently  to  give  all  the  Normal  students  the  required 
number  of  hours  for  practice  teaching.  Our  Model  School  is  too 
limited  in  its  number  of  pupils  to  give  us  the  desired  number  of 
classes.  It  serves  well  as  a  school  of  observation  and  initiatory 
practice,  and  should  be  continued  as  such,  but  we  are  now  aiming 
to  secure  for  our  Senior  class  experience  in  actual  rural  school 
conditions. 

The  situation  of  our  new  building  is  such  as  to  bring  within  easy 
distances  good  suburban  and  rural  schools,  where  the  students  be- 
fore receiving  their  diplomas  may  have  extended  practice  not  only  in 
the  teacliing  and  management  of  classes  under  competent  and  sym- 
pathetic supervision,  but  the  actual  management  of  a  one-room  rural 
school. 

The  contract  for  the  new  building  has  been  given  out,  the 
necessary  grading  of  the  grounds  already  begun,  and  the  building, 
ready  for  occupancy,  has  been  promised  to  the  Commission  next 
Fall. 

The  Administration  Building — the  principal  one  of  the  group — 
will  accommodate  double  tlie  number  of  students  we  now  have,  with 
additional  rooms  for  a  practice  school.  This  means  that  the  quota 
of  scholarships  from  each  county  may  be  doubled.  As  the  present 
law  limits  the  number  of  appointments  to  be  made  to  the  school, 
some  action  must  be  taken  to  change  the  law  in  this  respect. 

The  dormitory  life  of  the  student  in  our  new  location  is  expected 
to  increase  the  student's  efficiency  for  study  and  sociability.  The 
time  and  nerve-energy  used  up  by  a  growing  girl  traveling  two  or 
three  hours  daily  on  a  train,  subjected  to  the  dangers  of  accidents, 
drafts  and  overheated  cars,  cannot  but  help  to  seriously  impair  her 
physical  strength  and  aptitude  for  study.  The  time  spent  on  the 
cars  eirlier  lessens  the  hours  of  study  or  filches  from  those  necessary 
for  sleep  and  I'ccreation. 
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In  our  new  situation  the  new  conditions  will  necessarily  add 
largely  to  the  running  expenses  of  the  school.  This  necessitates  a 
larger  yearly  appropriation.  But  the  trustees  of  the  school  know 
this  even  better  than  I.  I,  therefore,  feel  assured  they  will  take  the 
matter  under  consideration  and  petition  the  coming  General  As- 
sembly to  suitably  increase  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  school.

Report  of  Principal  Edward  F.  Webb. 

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  tJie  State  Board  of  Education, 
Annapolis^  Md.: 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  Frostburg  State  Normal  School  for  the  session 
of  1912-1913 : 

Attendance. 

The  attendance  of  the  session  of  1912-1913  was  by  far  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  school,  the  total  enrollment  amounting  to  170. 

The  Faculty. 

With  new  members  in  the  faculty'  and  the  prospect  of  a  new 
building  as  the  home  of  the  training  department,  new  life  seems  to 
have  been  given  to  the  school,  both  in  spirit  and  in  work  accom- 
plished. During  the  past  year  the  curriculum  has  been  enlarged  in 
nearly  every  department.  The  English  course  has  been  made  more 
compr-ehensive ;  a  brief  course  in  soil,  seeds  and  germination  has 
been  added  to  the  science  course,  and  the  mathematical  course  has 
been  made  extremely  practical  by  giving  work  that  takes  the  pupil 
for  practice  in  almost  every  avenue  of  outside  life.  The  Senior 
class  was  especially  prepared  to  be  at  home  in  the  mountains  of 
Western  Maryland  by  a  series  of  lectures  on  geological  formations 
by  Professor  Patrick  O'Rourke,  principal  of  the  Hill.Sti*eet  School, 
of  Frostburg. 

During  the  next  session  it  is  our  intention  to  have  various  men  of 
Allegany  county  prominent  in  their  work  to  deliver  a  series  of  lec- 
tures on  the  following  subjects:  School  Hygiene,  Practical  Civics. 
The  History  of  Education  in  Maryland,  and  Citrrent  History. 

The  Future  of  Frostburg  Normal. 

Some  conditions  in  regard  to  Frostburg  Normal  are  unique.  It 
is  probably  the  only  school  in  the  State  where  the  enrollment  has 
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more  than  doubled  since  1908,  when  the  new  law  of  salaries  went 
into  effect,  attended  with  the  consequent  increase  in  the  number  of 
teachers,  where  the  appropriation  for  maintenance  has  not  been 
increased.  The  school  opened  with  a  small  enrollment  in  the  fall 
of  1902.  It  has  grown  steadily,  with  a  few  short  periods  of  en- 
trenchment, until  today  the  total  number  of  students  is  over  180. 
The  expenses  of  maintaining  the  school  have  necessarily  increased 
to  the  extent  that  I  am  informed  the  present  appropriation  will  not 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  present  school  year.  Hence  it  would  seem 
necessary  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  increase  the  annual  appropria- 
tion. Unless  this  is  done,  the  number  permitted  to  attend  the  school 
would  have  to  be  limited,  which  would  cut  down  the  number  of 
graduates.  This  would  seem  to  be  poor  policy  w^hen  the  State  is  re- 
quiring between  three  and  four  hundred  new  teachers  each  year  and 
the  normal  schools  at  present  are  furnishing  less  than  one  hundred. 

Since  the  number  of  professionally  trained  teachers  furnished  by 
the  normal  schools  is,  as  stated  above,  less  than  one-third  the  num- 
ber required  by  the  State,  it  would  seem  that  something  should  be 
done  to  encourage  our  high  school  graduates  to  prepare  themselves 
for  the  teaching  profession,  and  as  the  State  is  offering  inducements 
for  general  and  technical  education  by  giving  scholarships,  includ- 
ing board  and  tuition,  I  would  suggest  that  equal  advantages  and 
inducements  be  offered  to  those  seeking  normal  training,  as  it 
surely  seems  that  the  demand  at  this  time  for  trained  teachers 
is  greater  than  the  graduates  of  other  courses.  At  present  the 
normal  scholarships  include  only  books  and  tuition,  leaving  out  the 
expensive  item,  board.  Therefore  I  would  suggest  that  the  Legisla- 
ture be  asked  to  pass  a  law  providing  for  a  limited  number  of 
scholarships  from  each  county  and  Baltimore  City  guaranteeing  free 
books,  tuition  and  board  in  the  State  normal  schools.  This  would, 
of  course,  make  dormitories  necessary,  and  properly  so,  for  the  suc- 
cess of  all  of  our  State  institutions  is  dependent  upon  their  dormi- 
tories, and  the  lack  of  dormitories  in  our  normal  schools  has  been 
one  of  the  main  reasons  that  so  many  Maryland  students  are  at- 
tending Pennsylvania  normal  schools.

Report  by  D.  S.  Goodloe,  Principal. 

October  20,  19i:J. 

The  Honorable  State  Board  of  Education  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  school  opened  here  on 
the  10th  of  September.  All  possible  dormitory  space,  both  for  boys 
and  girls,  is  now  occupied.  Tf  the  school  is  to  increase  further  it  is 
evident  that  additional  accommodations  must  be  provided.  It  is  to 
be  earnestly  hoped  that  the  State  in  the  near  future  will  arrange 
for  the  young  negro  men  and  women  who  wish  to  enter  but  who  now 
must  be  turned  away. 

We  are  extending  the  development  of  the  farm  and  grounds  and 
beg  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  crops  have  been  unusually 
good  this  year;  particularly  our  corn,  cabbage,  tomato,  white  and 
sweet  potato  crops.  We  are  perhaps  justified  in  saying  that  our 
yields  compare  more  than  favorably  with  the  average  yields  of  this 
crop  year  in  this  neighborhood.  The  work  on  the  farm  and  all  other 
Avork  are  done  by  students,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  even 
those  who  come  with  strong  distaste  for  manual  effort  soon  enter 
with  enthusiasm  into  the  spirit  which  prevails. 

All  members  of  the  teaching  force  are  and  have  been  giving  their 
liearty  co-operation  in  the  develo])ment  of  the  school.  It  is  witli 
regret  that  attention  is  called  to  the  resignation  of  Miss  Willie  M. 
Smith,  who  goes  to  a  better  paying  position,  and  to  that  of  G.  I). 
White,  who  resigns  to  pursue  another  profession.  Miss  Smith  is 
succeeded  by  Miss  Ruth  Tuell,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Howard  Uni- 
versity, and  has  had  a  special  teacher's  training  course,  and  G.  D. 
White  by  Miss  Jane  M.  Davis,  who  is  a  graduate  of  this  school. 
There  has  been  a  considerable  quickening  of  interest  in  school 
affairs  on  the  part  of  the  negro  people  in  this  section,  due  to  J.  T. 
Williams,  Vice-Principal  here  and  Supervisor  of  Negro  Schools  in 
Prince  George's  county,  and  to  other  influences  wielded  by  this 
school.    There   are  now  about  100  students  in  the  Public  Practice 
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School  which  is  for  the  time  being  connected  with  the  Maryland 
Normal  and  Industrial  School.

ASSISTANCE. 

The  Board  of  Managers  desires  to  be  as  helpful  as  possible  to 
the  teachers  of  the  State.  Members  of  the  Reading  Circle  desir- 
ing information  or  advice  at  any  time  on  any  of  the  subjects  of 
study  are  invited  to  direct  their  communications  to  the  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  named  above,  and  she  will  refer  it  to 
the  one  appointed  to  have  special  oversight  over  that  subject  of 
study  to  which'  the  matter  belongs. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

All  teachers  of  Maryland  and  all  persons  above  the  age  of  eigh- 
teen years  are  eligible  to  membership.  An  annual  membership  fee 
of  twenty-five  cents  is  required  in  order  to  meet  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  organization.  Its  payment  entitles  the  member  to 
a  membership  card,  to  all  syllabi  and  information  relating  to  the 
courses,  that  may  from  time  to  time  be  sent  out  by  the  secretary, 
and  to  a  certificate  after  satisfactory  evidence  of  work  done  has 
been  presented  to  the  Board  of  Managers.  Membership  cards  may 
be  obtained  from  the  county  secretary  or  from  Miss  Tarr.

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THE  1913  SUMMER  COURSES  OF  THE  JOHN'S  HOPKINS 

UNIVERSITY. 

Dr.  Edward  F.  Buchner,  Director. 

The  highly  satisfactory  results  of  the  sumoaer  work  at  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  in  1911  and  in  1912  left  no  question  in  the  minds 
of  the  members  of  the  school  systems,  or  of  the  University,  of  a 
continuance  of  the  summer  work.  The  enthusiasm  which  had  been 
shown  in  the  past  led  to  efforts  to  widen,  so  far  as  possible,  the 
scope  of  work  which  was  to  be  made  available  in  the  third  session, 
which  convened  the  six  weeks  from  July  1  to  August  12,  1913.  The 
general  plans  adopted  for  the  instruction  were  those  of  the  earlier 
years.  The  elaboration  of  details  was  accomplished  by  the  special 
assistance  afforded  in  a  conference  of  the  State,  City  and  County 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  which  was  held  in  the  offi'ce  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  University.  Various  courses  were  given  in  the  14  sub- 
jects of  Biology  and  Nature  Study,  Chemistry,  Domestic  Science, 
Education,  English  Composition,  Engish  Literature.  French 
Language  and  Literature,  German  Language  and  Literature,  An- 
cient, European  and  American  History,  Latin  Language  and  Litera- 
ture, Manual  Training  and  Mechanical  Drawing,  Mathematics. 
Physics  and  Politics. 

The  aim  of  the  work  offered  in  the  courses  was  to  meet  as  far  as 
possible  the  needs  of  the  teachers  and  officers  in  all  grades  of  edu- 
cation, as  well  as  those  of  students.  By  a  happy  readjustment  of 
subject  matter  in  the  different  studies  it  was  possible  to  announce  a 
schedule  of  practically  new  courses,  many  of  which  were  continuous 
with  the  work  which  the  students  in  the  first  and  second  years  had 
done.  By  this  means  many  were  enabled  to  continue  without  fatal 
interruption  the  studies  which  they  had  already  pursued.  One  new 
subject,  that  of  Political  Science,  was  introduced.  The  summer 
courses  made  available  in  1913  numbered  50.  When  compared  with 
the  31  courses  offered  in  the  first  year  we  see  that  the  opportunities 
of  teachers  and  others  have  been  nearly  doubled  in  the  two  years. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  particular  courses  provided  is  the 
most  direct  indication  of  the  range  of  work  which  was  made  avail- 
able: Nature  Study  in  Elementary  Education,  Nature  Study  as 
a  Preparation  for  Agriculture,  Botany,  Zoology;  Introduction  to 
General  Chemistry,  Household  Chemistry,  Advanced  Inorganic 
Chemistry,  Laboratory  Work  in  Inorganic  or  Organic  Preparations : 
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Selection  and  Preparation  of  Foods,  Experimental  and  Advanced 
Cookery,  the  Teaching  of  Household  Arts ;  Principles  of  Education, 
Educational  Psychology,  School  Hygiene,  Supervision  of  Teachinf? 
in  Elementary  School,  the  Elementary  School  (Grammar  Grades), 
the  Elementary  School  (Primary  Grades),  the  Teaching  of  English 
and  Arithmetic  in  the  Elementary  School,  Organization,  Adminis- 
tration and  Supervision  of  Rural  Schools,  the  Rural  School 
(Methods  and  Observation),  a  Demonstration  School;  Elements  of 
English  Composition,  Theme  Writing,  Advanced  Exposition,  Oral 
English:  a  General  Survey  of  English  Literature  from  Milton  to 
Tennyson,  the  Prose  of  the  Nineteenth  Century,  American  Litera- 
ture; Elementary  French,  the  Literature  of  the  Classic  French 
Drama :  Elementary  German,  Reading  in  German,  German  Lyric 
Poetry;  the  History  of  Greece  and  Rome,  European  History  Since 
1815,  American  History;  Beginning  Latin,  Livy  (Books  21  and  22)  ; 
Elementary  Manual  Training,  Bench  Work  in  Wood  and  Mechanical 
Drawing;  Mechanics  and  Heat,  with  the  accompanying  labora- 
tory course;  Electricity  and  Magnetism,  with  the  accompany- 
ing laboratory  course;  Advanced  Course  on  Phj^sical  Optics,  with 
the  accompanying  laboratory  work;  Plane  Analytic  Geometry, 
Trigonometry,  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus. 

Such  an  arra^'  of  courses  is  a  most  concrete  sign  of  the  smallest 
range  of  demands  in  subject  matter  and  professional  technique  made 
upon  teachers  and  students  in  elementary,  secondary  and  higher 
education.  Each  course  met  daily  five  times  a  week  during  the  six 
weeks.  In  addition  to  the  usual  instruction  by  recitation  and  lec 
ture,  and  the  necessarj^  access  to  library  and  laboratory  material, 
there  was  held  daily  by  each  instructor  a  special  conference  at  which 
each  student  was  given  the  unusual  privilege  of  presenting  his  par- 
ticular difficulties  to  his  instructor.  The  daily  conference  is  one  of 
the  distinctive  and  most  serviceable  features  of  these  summer  courses. 
The  large  amount  of  serious  work  that  is  covered  and  the  large 
measure  of  direct  benefit  to  students  in  attendance  are  unquestion- 
ably duo  to  the  splendid  co-operation  which  the  members  of  the 
faculti'  continued  to  offer  in  these  conferences.  It  was  very  inter- 
esting to  observe  how  the  modifications  as  w^ell  as  the  increase  in 
the  courses  proved  more  serviceable,  as  would  naturally  be  expected, 
in  meeting  the  immediate  needs  of  every  student  enrolled. 

The  staff  of  21  instructors  and  assistants,  four  of  whom  were 
women,  was  assembled  to  conduct  the  instruction  carried  out  under 
the  above  plans.  Nine  were  present  members  of  the  University 
faculty  and  12  were  representatives  of  other  institutions.  Each 
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one  brought  to  the  task  of  the  summer  some  special  merit.  Ten  had 
been  members  of  former  summer  sessions  and  11  were  new  membei^s, 
being  instructors  for  the  first  time  in  the  summer  work.  The 
regular  members  of  The  University  staff  who  remained  for  summer 
work  were:  Dr.  Edward  F.  Buchner,  Dr.  John  C.  French,  Asso 
ciate  Prof.  J.  Elliott  Gilpin,  Prof.  Lorrain  S.  Hulbert  Dr.  Ealph

Albert  S.  Cook,  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Baltimore  county,  Mary- 
land; Prof.  Fletcher  B.  Dresslar,  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Education  and  the  Department  of  Education  and  School  Hygiene. 
George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers ;  Mr.  George  M.  Gaither, 
Supervisor  of  Manual  Training  Centres  in  Baltimore  Public 
Schools:  Associate  Prof.  Robert  M.  Gay.  of  the  Department  of 
English,  Goucher  College;  Prof.  John  P.  Givler,  of  the  Department 
of  Biology.  Southwestern  Kansas  College;  Miss  Agnes  E.  Harris, 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Home  Economics,  Florida  State 
College  for  AVomen;  Miss  Florence  M.  Lane,  teacber  in  charge  of 
Model  Rural  School,  First  District  Normal  School,  Kirksville,  Mo. : 
Prof.  Edwin  Mims,  head  of  the  Department  of  English,  Vanderbilt 
University;  Assistant  Prof.  William  S.  Myers,  of  the  Department 
of  History  and  Politics,  Princeton  University;  Prof.  Samuel  C. 
Schmiicker,  of  the  Department  of  Biology,  State  Normal  School. 
Wesjt  Chester,  I*a. ;  Miss  Josephine  B.  Stuart.  Assistant  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools,  New  Bedford,  Mass.  The  corps  of  library  and  labora- 
tory assistants  was  also  arranged  so  as  to  increase  the  facilities  for 
those  pursuing  the  courses.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  splendid 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  all  these  persons  which  made  its  appear- 
ance on  the  opening  day  and  increased  as  the  work  advanced.  Their 
wholesomeness  of  attitude  was  continually  reflected  in  the  spirit  of 
industry  which  displayed  itself  among  the  students. 

The  most  interesting  feature  of  the  plans  of  work  provided  is  to 
be  found  in  the  addition  of  facilities  for  studying  and  handling  the 
most  important  problems  of  rural  education.  These  centered  in  the 
DemoBsti*ation  School,  and  the  courses  of  instruction  which  were 
arranged  to  be  given  in  connection  with  it.  The  United  States 
Bureau  of  Education  has  frequently  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  most  pressing  problem  in  our  whole  field  of  education  at 
the  present  time  is  that  of  the  rural  school.  In  accordance  with  the 
special  request  made  at  the  November  conference  of  superintendents 
the  Demonstration  School  was  provided.   As  members  of  the  school. 
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the  University  secured  the  co  operation  of  nearly  thirty  suburban 
children,  the  majority  of  whom  were  in  regular  attendance  during 
the  live  weeks  in  which  this  work  was  conducted.  The  children, 
including  several  who  had  never  had  school  work,  were  distributed 
through  seven  elementary  grades,  which  convened  two  forenoon 
hours  daily.  This  school  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Florence  M.  Lane, 
of  Kirksville,  Mo.  She  entered  most  co-operatively  into  the  solution 
of  the  problem  of  demonstrating  various  means  which  are  available 
by  teachers  directly  for  the  improvement  of  the  instruction,  and  the 
general  school  life  in  rural  communities.  The  work  of  the  school 
was,  therefore,  not  that  of  carrying  out  a  full  daily  program  nor 
that  of  working  out  a  full  course  of  study.  Its  achievements  lay  in 
the  expert  selection  of  types  of  material  and  proci^s.ses  which 
demonstrated  the  resources  which  are  readily  at  the  command  of 
teachers  in  charge  of  rural  schools.  So  far  as  is  known,  this  was 
the  first  school  of  its  kind  in  existence.  The  conditions  under  which 
it  had  to  be  conducted  had  certain  unavoidable  limitations.  The 
chapel  in  T^evering  Hall  was  adapted  for  the  use  of  the  s<*hool. 
Most  of  the  school  equipment  of  furniture  and  text  books  was  con- 
tributed through  the  generous  co-operation  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  The  noisy  surroundings  at.Eutaw  street  could  not  be 
entirely  overcome.  Nevertheless,  this  experiment  in  demonstrating 
how  practical  teaching  can  be  improved  was  successful  beyond  all 
expectations  in  spite  of  the  restrictions  under  which  it  was  known 
from  the  beginning  the  work  would  have  to  be  conducted.  Sub- 
urban children  were  selected  for  the  seven  classes  organized.  It 
was  practically  impossible  to  bring  children  who  live  in  remote 
rural  districts  into  the  heart  of  the  city  daily.  Many  city  cliildren 
offered  themselves  for  enrollment  in  the  school,  but  with  one  excep- 
tion they  were  not  admitted.  The  Demonstration  School  proved 
very  popular  and  attracted  a  large  number  of  students.  It  also 
was  the  centre  of  interest  to  the  many  visitors  to  the  University. 
The  various  reactions  of  all  the  observers  of  its  work  indicated  in  a 
very  significant  way  the  appropriateness  of  having  this  Demonstra- 
tion School  provided  in  the  summer  courses.  In  this  matter  Mary- 
land ma}'  feel  special  satisfaction  for  having  inaug-urated  this  new 
and  distinctive  line  of  work,  which  should  grow  into  increasing 
service  in  the  future. 

The  enrollment  of  students  was  277.  Of  this  number  07,  (u-  24.1  i) 
per  cent,  were  men,  and  210,  or  75.81  per  cent.,  were  women.  11.05 
per  cent,  of  the  students  held  academic  or  professional  degrees  rep- 
resenting 20  colleges  and  universities.    9  per  cent,  were  under- 
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graduate  students  in  colleges,  some  seeking  to  advance  their  credits, 
others  to  make  up  deficiencies  in  their  standing,  and  still  others 
to  meet  the  advanced  entrance  requirements  to  professional  schools. 
75.81  per  cent,  of  the  enrollment  were  officers,  supervisors  or 
teachers  in  elementary  and  secondary  schools,  both  public  and 
private,  and  in  institutions  of  higher  education.  Fourteen  other  oc- 
cupations had  representatives  in  the  student  body  to  the  extent  of 
24.19  per  cent.  17  per  cent,  were  registered  in  one  course,  32  per 
cent,  in  two  courses,  and  51  per  cent,  in  three  courses. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  students,  or  over  93  per  cent,  of  those 
registered,  represented  Maryland,  and  19,  or  nearly  7  per  cent.,  rep- 
resented eight  other  States  and  one  foreign  country.  Also  exactly 
one-third  of  the  students  registered  came  from  Baltimore  City,  and 
nearly  one-half  of  these  were  teachers.  The  representation  of 
teachers  among  the  students  from  the  counties  of  Maryland  num- 
bered 151,  or  nearly  55  per  cent,  of  the  enrollment.  Nineteen 
counties  were  represented,  as  follows :  Allegany,  7 ;  Anne  Arundel, 
32;  Baltimore,  34;  Caroline,  13;  Carroll,  11;  Cecil,  2;  Dorchester, 
1 ;  Frederick,  1 ;  Harford,  2 ;  Howard,  15 ;  Kent,  2 ;  Montgomery,  3 ; 
Prince  George's,  6 ;  Queen  Anne's,  3 ;  Somerset,  2 ;  Talbot,  4 ;  Wash- 
ington, 3;  Wicomico,  6;  Worcester,  3. 

The  best  indication  of  the  extent  of  the  seriousness  with  which 
the  summer  students  pursued  their  work  is  to  be  found  in  the  facts 
concerning  the  examinations.  Of  the  total  registration,  267  per- 
sons were  entitled  either  to  certificates  of  attendance  or  of  examina- 
tion. Two  hunded  and  forty-four,  or  over  88  per  cent.,  stood  the 
examinations  at  the  close  of  the  session.  This  large  number  taking 
the  final  tests  is  indicative  of  the  deep  appreciation  of  the  new 
regulation  made  by  the  Board  of  Collegiate  Studies  respecting 
academic  credit  allowed  for  the  summer  study.  In  the  two  previous 
years  the  amount  of  academic  credit  allowed  was  one-third  of  a 
regular  course,  and  this  only  in  those  subjects  which  were  in  the 
scheme  of  instruction  in  the  undergraduate  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity. In  order  to  fix  a  more  equitable  evaluation  of  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  the  summer  study  (as  this  had  been  made  a  matter 
of  record  during  the  two  years  past)  the  Board  increased  the  amount 
of  credit  from  one-third  to  one-half  a  regular  course.  They  also  ad- 
vanced another  step  in  authorizing  this  maximum  credit  for  any 
course  of  collegiate  grade  in  all  subjects  given  in  the  summer.  The 
importance  of  this  latter  provision  is  seen  when  it  is  noted  that 
only  three  courses  cannot  be  regarded  as  having  collegiate  value. 
These  changes  in  the  academic  regulations  are  a  further  expression 
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of  liow  geuuinely  interested  the  University  is  in  the  matter  of  main- 
taining opportunities  for  snninier  study. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  summer  courses,  provision  was  made 
throughout  the  session  for  receptions,  lectures,  recitals  and  ex- 
cursions, which  were  designed  to  contribute  to  the  entertainment 
of  those  in  attendance  and  to  foster  the  social  intermingling  of 
faculty  and  students.  These  lines  of  activities  were  worked  out  in 
co-operation  with  the  Pea  body  Conservatory  of  Music  in  lialtimore, 
which  was  holding  its  second  summer  session  at  the  same  time.  The 
cordial  co-operation  of  many  members  of  the  Peabody  under  the 
arrangements  of  Director  Frederick  R.  Huber  is  to  be  credited  with 
a  large  amount  of  the  pleasure  which  came  from  these  sources.

In  addition  to  these  Mr.  Harold  D.  Phillips  offered  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  two  summer  schools  a  series  of  twelve  afternoon  lectui-es 
on  "The  History  of  Music." 
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The  directors  gave  a  reception  to  the  two  faculties  at  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Club  on  Tuesday  evening-,  July  1st.  Opening  and  closing 
receptions  by  the  University  and  the  Conservatory  Avere  given  in 
McCoy  Hall  to  the  faculty  and  students  on  Friday  evenings,  July  :> 
and  August  S.  Saturday  excursions  were  taken  to  Annapolis  on 
July  19  on  invitation  of  Dr.  M.  Bates  Stephens,  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Education,  and  to  Washington  on  July  '2i>  on  the  invita- 
tion of  Dr.  P.  r.  Claxton.  United  States  Coniuiissioner  of  Educa- 
tion. A  visit  to  the  Art  Gallery  and  Library  of  the  Ueabody  In- 
stitute was  made  on  July  12  on  the  invitation  of  Mr.  L.  H.  Diehl- 
num.  The  Archjeological  Collection  of  the  University  was  visite<l 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  \\  D.  Magoffin  on  August  2. 

In  his  report  of  the  suninier  session  to  the  University  the  Di- 
rector calls  attention  to  one  of  its  most  important  events  in  the  fol- 
lowing language : 

''The  Sidney  Lanier  Evening,  July  25,  stands  out  as  a  distinctive 
feature  of  the  session,  and  its  features  are  deserving  of  permanent 
record.  The  program  for  the  evening  included  a  sketch  and  in- 
terpretation by  the  biographer  of  the  inusician-poet-scholar,  Prof. 
Edwin  Mims,  and  a  special  program  of  musical  settings  arranged  by 
the  Peabody  Conservatory  of  Music.  Nothing  could  have  been  more 
fitting  than  an  exercise  which  l)rought  to  the  attention  of  teachers 
and  others  the  achievements  of  Sidney  Lanier  a  generation  after  his 
death,  under  the  auspices  of  the  two  institutions  in  Avhich  the  poet 
liad  performed  his  greatest  and  most  enduring  work.  The  occasion 
was  most  impressive,  almost  partaking  spontaneously  of  the  nature 
of  a  memorial.  The  large  audience  in  McCoy  Hall  included  many 
who  had  been  friends  and  associates  with  Lanier  during  his  Balti- 
more years.  The  following  resolutions  presented,  ado])ted  by  the 
students  at  the  closing  reception,  indicate  how  the  summer  work 
may  offer  ()p})ortunity  for  giving  the  inspiration  foi-  the  ])erformance 
of  a  neglected  duty  by  this  generation  : 

'''Inasmuch  as  the  students  of  the  Sunnner  Schools  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  the  Peabody  Conservatory  of  Music  will 
always  cherish  the  memory  of  the  Sidney  Lanier  Evening  in  AicCoy 
Hall,  July  25,  1D1.*>,  the  large  and  responsive  audience,  the  music 
and  the  address,  combining  to  reveal  anew  the  mind  and  art  of 
Lanier,  resolved: 

"  '1.  That  we  pledge  (mrselves  to  the  study  and  the  interpretation 
of  Lanier's  prose  and  poetry,  and  will  do  all  in  our  ])ower  to  extend 
Iiis  influence  in  our  schools  and  communities. 
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That  we  express  the  hope  that  a  permanent  memorial  of 
some  kind  will  be  provided  to  remind  the  students  of  these  institu- 
tions, the  citizens  and  visitors  of  Baltimore,  and  the  people  of  this 
nation,  that  in  this  city  Lanier  lived,  struggled  and  triumphed.'  " 


School  Athletics. 
Edward  M.  Noble, 
County  Superintendent,  Caroline  County. 

This  is  a  topic  of  peculiar  importance  and  significance.  It  has 
1)0611  one  of  the  noticeable  features  of  history  that  as  a  people  have 
become  civilized,  in  the  sense  of  fine  arts,  literature  and  general  cul- 
ture, they  have  retrograded  in  physical  manhood  and  prowess.  In 
discussing,  then,  a  topic  that  deals  with  physical  education  in  its 
I'elation  to  education  as  a  w^hole,  we  must  decide  with  the  idea  in 
mind  of  making  the  best  possible  citizens  for  our  country  in  the 
future.  If  athletics,  physical  training  and  competitive  contests 
assist  in  the  making  of  a  w^orthy  citizen,  let  them  be  fostered;  if 
they  hinder,  let  them  be  eliminated. 

In  considering  this  topic  reference  is  made  to  all  divisions  of 
school  athletics  and  not  to  any  particular  kind;  we  are  discussing 
the  w^hole  subject  and  not  any  one  part. 

"Education  is  the  symmetrical  development  of  the  whole  child.'' 
Such  is  the  one  dominant  theme  in  the  educational  world  today,  the 
one  foundation  rock  ui)on  which  every  teacher  takes  her  stand.  It 
is  well,  then,  that  the  teacher  pause  to  ask,  "What  is  meant  by  the 
symmetrical  development  of  the  whole  child?"  We  all  recite  the 
answer  glibly  enough — "The  harmonious  development  of  body,  mind 
and  spirit."  But  how  does  this  question  and  its  answer  affect — 
practically — the  work  of  the  schoolroom?  Just  how  far  would  th(^ 
earnest  application  of  this  theory  involve  the  "lessons,"  the  daily 
program? 

We  freely  admit  that  it  is  desirable  for  the  child  to  gain  and  find 
freedom  of  activity,  a  wide  co-ordination  of  mind  and  muscle,  an  un- 
conscious ease  and  poise  of  carriage,  as  well  as  an  inexhaustible 
fund  of  vitality,  strength  and  health;  and  that  this  happy  consum- 
mation can  be  reached  only  through  earnest  and  daily  devotion  to 
such  physical  exercises  as  good  sense  and  science  prescribe. 
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We  are  fast  exchanging  the  muscular  effort  in  the  open  air  for  a 
sedentary  life  of  brain  labor.  Competition,  longing  for  comfort  and 
luxury,  fret  and  worry,  diminishes  the  joy  and  increases  the  wear  of 
work,  and  this  strain  follows  upon  the  youngest,  most  complex  and 
weak  portion  of  the  brain.  Muscular  exercise  and  fresh  air  are  nec- 
essary to  promote  growth  and  development  of  all  the  vital  organs, 
the  brain  included. 

If  the  motor  centres  are  not  well  developed,  the  adult  becomes  an 
unpractical  dreamer,  always  planning,  hoping  or  criticising,  never 
creating  or  realizing.  These  centres  must  be  developed  early,  if  at 
all.  The  average  child  needs  far  more  exercise  out-of-doors  today 
than  a  century  ago.  He  actually  has  far  less.  In  view  of  these  and 
other  facts,  many  educators  believe  that  a  modification  of  the  pres- 
ent curriculum  so  as  to  include  play  would  be  advantageous. 

Play  is  the  best  form  and  kind  of  physical  training,  because  it 
gives  the  most  enjoyment.  We  need  to  dignify  play  by  our  approval. 
The  girl  especially  needs  to  form  such  fixed  habits  of  play  as  a  mode 
of  physical  exercise  that  she  will  not  outgrow  them  when  she  length- 
ens her  skirts. 

Proper  physical  training  means  self-control,  self-confidence  and 
inspiration  of  confidence  in  others;  dignity,  poise  and  fitness  to 
command.  It  means  control  of  temper  and  passion:  it  gives  in- 
structive self -protection ;  it  overcomes  agitation.  It  is  the  constant 
safeguard  of  mind  and  body.  Pride  in  manly  and  womanly  develop- 
ment leads  naturally  and  becomingly  to  pride  of  personal  ap])ear 
ance,  cleanliness  of  mind  and  body. 

Play  furnishes  the  very  best  mental  training.  Watch  even  a  game 
of  tag.  The  sense  organs  are  all  alert.  The  attention  is  focused  on 
one  point.  This  is  one  of  the  very  best  means  of  training  the  will, 
for  close  attention  to  any  subject  is  the  best  form  of  will  povvei-. 
The  child  must  size  up  the  situation  and  grasp  the  opportunity  in- 
stantly and  once  for  all.  He  cannot  stand  shivering  on  the  brink  of 
action,  as  the  adult  frequently  does. 

In  the  moral  training  of  the  child  play  is  of  distinctive  value,  foi- 
it  develops  the  sense  of  justice,  implants  a  desire  for  fairness  and 
honesty  in  all  things.  Again,  respect  for  one's  self  and  associates  is 
aroused,  as  well  as  thoughtfulness  for  others. 

The  new  appreciation  of  the  value  of  play  in  the  development  of 
children  is  shown  in  many  ways.  The  physical  trainers  in  their  meet- 
ings of  recent  years  have  put  a  new  emphasis  on  the  importance  of 
play.  The  public  school  athletic  leagues  generally  have  organized 
athletics  along  sane  and  helpful  lines  for  thousands  of  school  chil- 
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(iren.  There  is  a  general  feeling  in  our  public  schools  for  larger  ath- 
letic grounds  and  participation  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  students 
in  athletic  work.  In  Germany  a  large  number  of  games  have  been 
put  into  the  school  course  as  a  part  of  the  school  system.  In  Eng- 
land games  have  been  a  part  of  the  school  course  at  Eton,  Rugby, 
and  most  of  the  other  preparatory  as  well  as  government  schools  for 
many  years. 

"If  play  is  instinctive,  why  does  it  have  to  be  taught?"  We  say 
the  bird's  song  is  instinctive,  but  a  mocking  bird  hatched  in  an  in- 
cubator and  brought  up  by  a  machine  will  have  no  song.  A  black 
bird  was  brought  up  apart  from  its  fellows.  The  only  bird  song  that 
he  heard  was  the  crowing  of  the  rooster.  The  black  bird  crowed.  Ii 
had  the  instinct  to  sing  and  that  was  the  only  song  it  had  heard. 
When  machine-bred  birds  come  to  maturity  they  desire  to  make 
nests,  but  they  do  not  know  how  to  make  them.  They  have  the  right 
instincts ;  they  collect  sticks,  but  they  cannot  make  nests.  Similarly 
we  talk  by  instinct,  but  the  form  of  our  speech  depends  upon  our 
social  surroundings,  on  the  language  of  the  people  we  are  with. 

To  be  like  others  is  instinctive.  When  a  boy  of  fifteen  is  wearing 
short  trousers  and  all  of  the  rest  of  the  boys  he  goes  with  are  in  kmg 
trousers,  there  is  a  difference  there  that  hurts  him.  That  feeling  is 
due  to  the  consciousness  of  kind.  A  boy  had  rather  do  what  the  rest 
of  his  companions  say  than  what  his  teacher  or  his  father  says,  be- 
cause he  is  conscious  of  being  like  the  rest  of  his  friends,  more  like 
them  than  like  the  other  i)eople. 

Being  like — that  is  the  reason  the  child  plays,  but  Ihe  Avay  th(» 
child  plays  tag,  for  instance,  is  due  to  social  tradition.  Play  has  to 
be  taught  consciously  by  the  adult,  not  only  because  instinct  is  only 
partial,  but  in  order  to  get  good  plays.  Whether  a  play  is  good  or 
bad  depends  upon  the  model.  If  the  model  of  school  athletics  is  the 
man  or  the  team  that  wins  at  any  cost,  then  upon  1he  real  instinci 
to  compete  there  is  a  whole  lot  of  bad  grafted. 

It  is  not  necessary  nowadays  to  argue  with  teachers  The  enl  ire- 
worthy- whiteness  of  an  interest  in  the  play  of  their  pupils,  judicious 
and  sympathetic  contact  with  children  on  the  playground,  is  one  of 
the  very  best  means  of  establishing  the  co-operative  spirit  between 
the  teacher  and  pupils.  It  gives  to  the  teacher  that  knowledge  of 
individual  character  without  Avhich  no  man  or  woman  can  deal 
kindly  or  earnestly  with  any  group  of  children.  It  refers  to  the  chil- 
dren and  teachers  in  the  human  light. 

After  all,  isn't  it  something  all  intelligent  i)arents  would  want  for 
their  children  if  they  could  see  a  little  farther?    Isn't  it  something 
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which  school  officers  would  encourage  if  they  believed  that  results 
could  be  obtained,  and  isn't  it  a  phase  of  education  upon  which  their 
Teachers  will  make  themselves  intelligent  as  soon  as  that  encourage- 
ment is  received?  The  Avriter  believes  that  there  are  certain  wide- 
spread' misconceptions.  At  the  bottom  of  this  another  misconcep- 
tion, the  one  perhaps  most  firmly  intrenched  in  tradition  and  preju- 
dice, concerns  the  needs  of  country  children.  It  holds  that  all  conn 
try  children  are  healthy,  hence  special  exercise  is  not  needed. 

Poor  ventilation,  lack  of  sanitary  drainage,  heavy  work,  expo- 
sure to  extreme  weather,  little  attention  to  physical  ailments — these 
conditions  offset  to  a  certain  extent  what  is  generally  believed  the 
imdeniable  advantages  of  country  life.  It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose 
that  the  health  of  children  in  our  country  districts  cannot  be  im- 
proved by  proper  exercise.  We  have  to  admit  that  country  children 
are  frequently  bent  in  their  movements,  self-conscious  and  awkward. 
How  many  a  countr)^  youth  has  discovered  this  to  his  greatest  dis- 
comfort when  ambition  has  taken  him  away  from  home !  That  such 
characteristics  are  a  serious  hindrance  to  professional  and  commer- 
cial success  we  may  deplore,  but  we  cannot  deny.  We  want  to  so 
educate  our  country  children  that  each  may  elect  in  good  time  the 
work  for  which  he  cares  most  and  pursue  it  without  needless  hin- 
drance. 

Games,  plays  and  sports  contribute  an  entirely  different  element 
to  physical  training  than  to  farm  and  housework.  They  give  motor 
training  very  different.  Their  chief  value  is  likely,  however,  in  the 
ethical  and  social  training  which  they  nfford.  In  this  connection  let 
me  quote  Myron  T.  Scudder:  'Tlay  is  one  of  the  important  con- 
cerns in  life  in  the  country  as  well  as  in  the  city,  and  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  play  in  the  country  is  not  so  much  to  promote 
health  as  to  develop  the  higher  social  instincts,  to  introduce  another 
])Owerful  factor  into  country  life  which  will  tend  to  counteract 
the  expulsive  features  which  have  been  so  actively  depopulating  our 
rural  districts."  It  is  for  this  reason  that  Mr.  Scudder  urges  the 
field  day  and  play  picnic  for  country  schools. 

Now  teachers  have  taken  hold  of  this  phase  of  physical  training 
with  much  success ;  in  many  places  they  need  only  the  encourage- 
ment of  their  superintendent  and  sympathy  of  their  community, 
having  the  support  of  their  i)upils  in  every  case.  All  teachers  of 
girls,  from  childhood  on,  recognize  the  difficulty  of  getting  them 
out  at  recess,  recognize  their  disinclination  to  play  in  the  sense 
which  children  use  that  term.  As  early  as  10  or  11  the  disposition 
is  occasionally  to  hang  around  the  stuffy  schoolroom  or  a  dusty  base- 
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ment  when  younger  girls  and  all  the  boys  are  out  playing.  This 
disinclination  for  more  active  play  is  perhaps  partly  due  to  physical 
condition.  Whatever  the  cause,  the  fact  remains  that  in  order  to 
induce  girls  of  this  age  to  take  exercise  and  dress  sensibly  we  must 
offer  them  something  quite  different  from  the  simple  games  which 
satisfy  children,  and  we  must  have  something  besides  basket  ball : 
while  this  is  perhaps  the  most  popular  team  game  which  girls  know, 
it  does  not  appeal  equally  to  all  and  is  moreover  too  strenuous  for 
some.  A  variety  of  sports  must  be  among  the  resources  of  anyone 
who  hopes  to  develop  outdoor  exercise  among  girls  of  this  age.  Some 
one  has  said  that  when  the  tiger  kitten  plays  it  is  getting  ready  for 
the  battle  of  the  jungle.  If  country  boys  and  girls  have  training 
in  how  to  play,  they  would  be  better  fitted  for  co-operative  effort  in 
redirecting  industrial  life  for  the  open  country. 

Country  children  do  not  play  enough;  their  repertoire  of  games 
is  surprisingly  small  and  inadequate,  except  where  special  efforts 
have  been  made  to  teach  them.  Moreover,  the  few  games  are  strongly 
individualistic,  training  them  for  isolated  effort  rather  than  for 
co-operation.  The  country  child  would  undoubtedly  play  more  if 
conditions  were  favorable,  but  they  are  not  favorable  to  play.  Hp 
does  not  know  how  to  play  or  what  to  play ;  his  parents  are  usually 
out  of  sympathy  with  play.  The  case  of  the  village  boy  is  particu- 
larly bad,  for,  unlike  the  farm  child,  he  usually  has  comparatively 
little  work  to  do,  and  unless  he  has  opportunity  outside  of  school  for 
athletics  and  play  he  is  likely  to  pass  much  of  his  time  in  inane  idle 
ness  if  not  in  mischief,  and  is  likely  to  lack  motive  and  inspiration. 

With  the  reader's  kind  indulgence  the  writer  wishes  to  outline 
briefly  the  general  plan  of  school  athletics  in  one  of  our  smaller 
counties. 

Once  or  twice  a  year  a  field  day  is  held,  to  which  representativevv 
from  all  schools  are  invited  to  contest  for  the  possession  of  one  of 
three  handsome  pennants  provided  by  the  School  Board.  This  pro 
vides  sufficient  stimulus  to  the  various  schools  to  train  carefully 
and  well  for  the  final  contest,  which  is  divided  into  three  classes — 
one  of  high  school  students,  another  of  elementary  grade  pupils, 
while  a  third  is  limited  to  scholars  from  rural  schools.  This  ar- 
rangement gives  every  school  an  opportunity  to  win,  since  the  eveuts 
are  simple  and  adapted  to  the  abilities  of  children  without  a  special 
trainer. 

The  schools  scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points  in  each  of  the 
three  groups  win  the  pennant,  to  be  retained  till  the  succeeding  con- 
test, while  the  individual  pupils  making  the  greatest  number  of 
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points  in  each  class  are  sent  as  the  county's  representatives  to  the 
•State  athletic  meet  at  College  Park.  Thus  without  much  expense 
opportunities  for  the  mingling  of  schools,  thereby  creating  a  better 
school  spirit  as  well  as  a  more  liberal  social  view,  are  afforded,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  impetus  given  to  the  cause  of  physical  training. 
Where  scarcely  50  persons  willingly  entered  the  first  event,  more 
than  200  pupils  gladly  competed  in  the  contest  held  a  year  later. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  urge  every  public  school  official  to  become 
interested  in  the  athletic  'movement.  Let  us  work  together  in  an 
attempt  to  make  playground  work  or  some  phase  of  physical  educa- 
tion a  part  of  our  public  school  system,  keeping  in  mind  that  proper 
motor  education  gives  to  every  individual,  boy  or  girl,  ample  oppor- 
tunity to  receive  through  play  and  games  the  advantage  of  health  as 
well  as  social  and  moral  well-being. 
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RESPONSIBILITY  OF  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  IN  MORAL  ' 

EDUCATION.

Heretofore  we  have  contented  ourselves  with  repeating  tlie  injunc- 
tion of  the  State  curriculum  that  you  should  emphasize  in  your 
teaching  the  kindly  treatment  ot*  animals.  You  were  left  to  choose 
your  own  way  of  doing  this;  but  I  am  sorry  to  sa}^  that  little  or 
nothing  was  done.  And  yet  I  am  persuaded  that  there  is  no  subject 
which  is  so  potent  for  good  in  the  instruction  of  the  young  as  this. 
The  little  girls,  wlio  are  taught  to  treat  their  kitties  with  loving 
kindness,  and  the  hojB.  who  are  taught  to  treat  their  dogs  in  like 
manner,  will  not,  in  my  opinion,  grow  into  anything  but  good  and 
kind  women  and  men,  Avho  will  spread  their  beneficent  influence 
wherever  they  may  live,  whether  it  be  in  the  hovel  of  the  poor  or  the 
gaudy  palace  of  the  rich.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  human  nature  that  it 
more  readily  loves  than  hates.  We  should  take  advantage  of  this  in 
our  moral  instruction  of  the  young — a  thing  which  is  so  fright- 
fully neglected  in  latter-day  society.  Our  Catholic  friends  are  in  the 
habit  of  saj'ing  that  our  public  schools  are  godless  institutions, 
because  so  little  is  done  in  them  to  train  the  spiritual  side  of  the 
child.  We  must  all  agi-ee  to  the  truth  of  thi^  statement,  whether  we 
will  or  not,  and  it  is  useless  to  shut  our  eyes  to  this  serious  defect 
in  our  educational  system.  We  admit  the  theory,  but  fail  in  the 
j)ractice.  We  must  give  greater  recognition  to  the  teaching  of 
l)ractical  morality  in  our  public  schools.  The  teachers  of  these 
schools  must  be  made  to  feel  that  a  graver  responsibility  rests  upon 
them  than  they  now  consider  as  required  by  the  course  of  study,  the 
teaching  of  which,  as  at  present  constituted,  is  not  the  sole  nor 
even  the  chief  duty  devolving  upon  them.  The  nobler  part  of  their 
calling  is  the  moulding  and  making  of  character.  When  they  fail 
in  this,  they  are  not  doing  Their  whole  duty  to  their  pupils.  As 
Professor  Huxley  said  some  thirty  odd  years  ago  in  his  address  at 
the  opening  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University:  ''The  one  condition 
of  success,  your  sole  safeguard,  is  the  moral  worth  and  intellectual 
clearness  of  the  individual  citizen."  This  being  undoubtedly  true, 
it  is,  I  think,  the  part  of  our  secular  schools,  whether  of  high  or  low 
estate,  to  impart  these  and  let  them  go  out  to  all  degrees  and  con- 
ditions of  human  societ}^  so  that  our  common  schools,  no  less  than 
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our  colleges  and  universities,  shall  be  ^'the  fortresses  of  the  higher 
life  of  the  nation.''  If  our  salvation  is  to  come  through  these  means, 
I  believe  we  shall  have  to  look  chiefly  to  our  common  schools,  as 
our  higher  institutions  are  too  much  engrossed  with  the  study  of 
the  sciences  and  speculative  thought  to  find  time  to  give  to  the  mere 
teaching  of  manners  and  morals.  Moreover,  the  large  mass  of  our 
citizens  never  enter  the  higher  institutions  and  must  depend 
consequently  upon  the  common  schools  for  their  intellectual  and 
moral  growth.  Let  me  quote  to  you,  by  way  of  illustration,  the 
opinion  of  the  great  statesman,  Daniel  Webster,  concerning  the 
value  of  the  common  schools  of  his  day.   He  said : 

'^Many  moral  tales  and  instructive  and  well-contrived  fables, 
always  so  alluring  to  children,  learned  by  heart  in  these  schools,  are 
still  perfectly  preserved  in  my  memory.  In  my  opinion,  the  instruc- 
tion communicated  in  the  free  schools  of  New  England  has  a  direct 
effect  for  good  on  the  morals  of  youth.  It  represses  vicious  inclina- 
tions, it  inspires  love  of  character  and  it  awakens  honorable  aspira- 
tions." 

This  to  my  mind  is  the  soundest  of  teaching,  and  we  should  heed 
it  at  every  turn  in 'our  instruction  of  the  young  if  our  children  are 
to  get  from  our  public  schools  the  training  in  such  habits  as  will 
make  them  good  and  worthy  citizens  of  this  great,  free  republic. 
The  marvel  is,  as  I  have  intimated,  that  while  we  have  advanced  and 
nurtured  the  theory,  we  have  ignored  the  practice.  How  is  this  to 
be  accounted  for?  Possibly  it  is  because  we  have  overlooked  the 
spiritual  in  our  race  after  the  material.  Unlike  ancient  Athens,  we 
have  spread  the  flesh  over  the  spirit  instead  of  the  spirit  over  the 
flesh,  and  this  has  landed  us  in  a  gross  materialism,  as  it  always 
does.  Or  ma}'  our  neglect  to  impart  moral  instruction  in  our  public 
schools  in  the  way  indicated  be  explained  by  assuming  that  we 
have  trusted  too  much  to  the  Sunday-school  for  this  instruction? 
If  this  be  the  explanation,  we  have  been  guilty  of  a  grave  error  for 
two  reasons — first,  because  only  a  part  of  our  children,  a  thing  much 
to  be  regetted,  attend  the  Sunday-schools,  and  secondly,  because  the 
Sunday-schools  themselves  have  been  grossly  derelict  in  the  teaching 
of  practical  morals.  Too  much  time  is  frittered  away  on  the  catechism 
and  doctrinal  forms,  leaving  the  young  souls  in  their  natural  state 
of  starvation  for  the  true,  the  beautiful  and  good,  which  make  man 
a  "little  lower  than  the  angels  and  crown  him  wi  th  glory  and  honor." 
This  unheeded  treatment  of  a  golden  opportunity  is  regrettable  if 
not  actually  reprehensible.  Both  in  our  secular  and  Sunday  schools 
we  should  give  more  emphasis  to  that  training  in  heart-culture  which 
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IS  the  only  true  basis  for  the  attainment  of  the  highest  form  of  mau 
hood  and  womanhood.  We  forget  that  ^'the  kingdom  of  God  is 
within  lis  and  that  all  true  religion  and  morality  spring  from  or 
reside  in  the  heart,  and  not  in  the  head,  and  that  unless  our 
righteousness  exceed  that  of  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees  we  may  not 
enter  into  eternal  life.  Please  understand  that  I  do  not  mean  to 
be  condemning  the  Sunday-scliools  any  more  than  the  secular 
schools.  I  am  simply  aiming  to  make  the  point  that  our  whole 
educational  system  educates  the  head  too  much  at  the  expense  of  the 
heart,  and  we  are  told  by  the  great  Teacher  that  out  of  the  heart. 
and  not  the  head,  proceed  all  those  many  evils  which  defile  a  man. 
We  should  endeavor,  therefore,  so  to  train  the  heart  that  it  shall  be 
the  guiding  principle  of  all  our  actions.  It  has  been  said  that  the 
woman  who  hesitates  is  lost.  It  is  equally  true  that  the  man  whose 
heart  does  not  instantly  respond  without  hesitation  to  all  these 
moral  influences  Avhich  should  characterize  a  sane  and  healthful 
humanity  has  not  yet  attained  to  that  most  enviable  of  all  titles — 
the  true  Christian  gentleman.  Xow,  it  is  in  our  schools,  both  secu- 
lar and  religious,  that  this  training  in  heart-culture  should  begin — 
that  is,  at  the  age  when  the  mental  and  moral  faculties  are  young 
and  readily  respond  to  the  impressions  which  oft  repeated  grow  into 
the  habits  of  maturer  years. 

I  have  spoken  at  such  length  on  this  subject  because  I  am  lirmly 
convinced  of  its  profound  importance.  As  T  noticed  last  fall  that 
one  of  our  most  successful  teachers  was  using  effectively  the  moral 
stories  in  ^'White's  School  Management"  for  reproduction  language 
work,  Miss  Drury,  at  my  suggestion,  has  indicated  in  the  "New 
Schedule"  a  series  of  language  lessons  based  on  these  stories.  There 
is  no  better  way  to  teach  children  the  principles  of  morality  than  by 
pictures  and  the  study  of  good  stories  whose  moral  is  easily  seen. 
It  is  our  hope  and  wish  that  you  will  make  ample  use  of  this  part  of 
the  schedule. 

In  Oriental  parlance,  let  us  now  move  on  a  parasang  to  a  similar 
line  of  thought  growing  out  of  what  has  preceded. 

Whether  we  regard  our  existence  in  this  world  from  a  physical, 
mental  or  ethical  viewpoint,  normal  activity  should  be  the  goal  of 
all  our  aims.  From  the  standpoint  of  intellectuality,  we  call  it 
education ;  from  the  standpoint  of  morals,  it  is  religion — that  force 
which  binds  up  our  spiritual  interests  with  those  of  the  Creator: 
from  the  standpoint  of  our  physical  being  it  becomes  hj^giene,  the 
science  of  healthful  living.    Man's  life  is  threefold — mental,  moral 
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and  physical — but  he  should  strive  to  unite  the  three  into  a  perfect 
whole,  an  ideal  perfection. 

More  than  two  thousand  years  ago  a  not  very  numerous  people 
inhabited  a  small  peninsula  in  the  south  of  Europe.  They  called 
themselves  Hellenes.  We  of  the  modern  world  call  them  by  their 
Latin  name,  Greeks.  This  people,  after  many  years  of  theorizing 
and  practice,  succeeded  in  seizing  upon  the  ideal  of  human  perfec- 
tion and  endeavored  to  realize  it.  To  their  minds  the  highest  aim 
of  man's  endeavor  should  be  the  attainment  of  beauty — beauty  of 
face  and  form,  beauty  of  mind  and  beauty  of  character ;  and  in  pro- 
portion as  man  arrived  at  this  threefold  beauty  he  took  on  the 
character  of  divinity.  Socrates,  of  all  the  Greeks,  probably  came 
nearest  to  this  ideal  perfection.  You  remember  his  prayer  as  re- 
ported by  Plato  in  his  Phsedrus : 

'^Beloved  Pan  and  all  ye  gods  who  haunt  this  place,  give  me 
beauty  in  the  inward  soul,  and  may  the  outward  and  the  inward  man 
be  at  one." 

In  all  history  we  can  find  no  other  people  with  such  a  passion  for 
this  ideal  of  human  perfection  as  the  Greeks,  and  no  nation  had  at 
their  best  such  a  well-poised  and  perfect  manhood  and  womanhood 
to  show"  except  that  of  Christ  himself.  And  it  is  to  this  fact  that 
they  owed  the  perfection  of  their  literature  and  arts.  We  cannot 
but  regret  that  the  ethical  influence  of  Christ's  teachings  had  not 
come  into  the  lives  of  the  Greeks  during  the  Golden  Age  of  their 
history  and  completed  their  race  perfection.  In  that  case,  as  we 
now  recur  to  them  continually  as  having  reached  the  acme  of  artistic 
literary  perfection,  so  also  we  might  then  turn  to  them  as  having 
established  for  all  time  the  world's  standard  of  moral  perfection. 
But  what  arrested  their  progress  in  this  direction?  It  was  attrib- 
utable to  their  failure  to  heed  the  warnings  of  sense  gratification. 
Through  the  abnormal  indulgence  of  the  pleasures  of  the  palate, 
through  excessive  incontinence,  through  the  abuses  of  athletic  sports 
and  the  introduction  into  their  games  of  brutal  and  spectacular  ex- 
hibitions, and  through  other  excesses  appealing  only  to  the  senses, 
came  the  downfall  of  this  splendid  people.  Race  degeneracy  of 
this  kind,  through  influences  such  as  have  been  enumerated,  has 
been  the  history  of  all  nations  who  have  essayed  to  dominate  the 
destinies  of  mankind. 

I  had  a  purpose  in  view  in  thus  wandering  away  from  the  paths 
usually  followed  in  such  discourses.  I  wished  first  to  indicate  to 
you  in  a  general  way  the  fate  of  the  sociological  development  and 
degeneracy  of  a  typical  people,  so  that  I  might  make  an  application 
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of  what  they  teach  to  some  tendencies  in  our  present-da^^  civilization. 
As  teachers,  to  whom  have  been  intrusted  the  education  of  a  portion 
of  the  race,  we  are  vitally  interested  in  the  phases  of  human  history 
which  I  have  briefly  discussed. 

I  urge  upon  you  most  earnestly,  therefore,  to  give  heed  to  this 
most  important  part  of  your  duties  and  to  take  advantage  to  point 
a  moral  at  every  opportunity  in  your  daily  intercourse  with  your 
pupils.  The  teacher  who  has  the  confidence  and  respect  of  her  pupils 
can  exert  a  more  powerful  influence  on  them  in  this  regard  than 
even  their  parents.

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TEACHERS'  PENSION  LAW. 


As  Revised  by  Act  of  1912. 
(Chapter  135.) 

Section  62.  Whenever  any  person  in  this  State  has  taught  in 
any  of  the  Public  or  Normal  Schools  thereof  twenty-five  years,  and 
has  reached  the  age  of  sixty  j  ears,  and  his  or  her  record  as  such 
teacher  has  been  without  reproach,  and  by  reason  of  physical  or 
mental  disabilitj^  or  infirmity  is  unable  to  teach  longer,  and  who, 
moreover,  is  without  the  means  of  comfortable  support,  the  said 
teacher  may  lay  his  or  her  case  before  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
supported  in  all  cases  by  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
County  School  Commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  said  teacher 
has  last  taught,  and  the  said  Board  shall  proceed  to  consider  the 
same,  and  if  the  facts  are  found  as  above  stated,  the  said  teacher 
shall  be  placed  on  a  list,  a  record  of  Avhich  shall  be  kept  by  the  said 
Board,  to  be  known  as  the  "Teachers'  Retired  List,"'  and  every  per- 
son so  placed  on  said  retired  list  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  pen- 
sion from  the  State  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid 
quarterly  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  so  long 
as  such  pensioner  is  without  other  means  of  comfortable  support  ; 
and  the  State  Board  of  Education  may  in  extraordinary  cases  waive 
the  age  limit  as  herein  provided;  provided,  however,  the  applicant 
has  all  the  other  qualifications  as  provided  herein.  The  Treasurer 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education  shall  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day 
of  the  months  of  September,  December,  March  and  June,  of  eacli 
year,  certify  to  the  Comptroller  the  sum  of  monej'  necessary  for  the 
payment  of  said  pensions  for  the  current  quarter  as  provided  by  this 
section,  and  the  Comptroller  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the 
months  of  October,  January,  April  and  July,  issue  his  warrant  on 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  in  favor  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  for  the  amount  so  certified;  that  tlie  sum  of 
$28,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appro- 
priated annually  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated  to  carry  into  etfect  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

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A  DISCUSSION  OF  SOME  LEADING  PHASES  OP  NATIONAL 
EDUCATION  BY  PROMINENT  EDUCATORS. 


The  Problem  Stated. 
(Martin  G.  Brumbaugh.) 

In  formulating-  a  slatemeni  of  the  meanin<»  of  education  in  the 
L^nited  States,  it  is  essential  to  determine  first  of  all  the  scope  of  our 
national  educational  activities,  and,  in  the  second  phtce,  to  define 
somewhat  in  detail  the  (ujencics  through  wliich  we  aim  to  achieve  the 
ends  visioned  in  our  educational  endeavor. 

An  examination  into  tlie  scope  of  American  educational  activities 
discloses  a  complex  situation.  We  have  no  central  authoritative 
bureau  whose  pronouncements  are  binding  upon  educational  agencies 
throughout  the  country.  Each  State  is  authorized  by  law  to  estab- 
lish and  maintain  its  own  educational  activities.  Legally,  there- 
fore, there  are  as  many  answers  to  the  question  of  the  scope  of  our 
educational  endeavor  as  there  are  legislative  pronouncements  in  the 
several  States.  Moreover,  each  State  by  legislative  enactment  dele- 
gates large  elements  of  directive  power  io  local  educational  agen- 
cies. This  tends  further  to  lessen  uniformity  and  to  hinder  satis- 
factory analysis. 

However,  this  confusion  in  ]>i  ()cedure  is,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  niorc 
apparent  than  real;  for  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  our  population 
is  homogeneous  and  exi)resses  itself  in  legislation  more  uniformly 
than  one  might  supi)ose.  There  is,  nevertheless,  the  absence  of  a 
central  authoritative  pronouncement  and  corresponding  freedom  of 
procedure  on  the  ])art  of  the  several  States  in  matters  affecting 
public  school  legislation. 

The  National  Bureau  of  Education,  although  its  functions  are  in 
a  large  way  advisory  and  their  acceptance  voluntary,  has  had  nation 
wide  influence  in  defining  the  trend  of  public  education  and  is 
ra])idly  apj)roaching  an  activity  that  gives  hope  in  the  near  future 
of  the  realization  of  sonie  cential  guidance  which  will  l)e  of  value 
in  all  legislative  procedure  and.  through  that,  in  the  molding  of 
public  sentiment  toward  a  harmonious  educaticmal  endeavor.  Foi- 
the  ])resent,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  scope  of  our  educational 
endeavor  is  best  expressed  in  tei-ms  of  the  acci-^Mlited  agencies  in  <Mir 
educational  system. 
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In  attempting*  to  define  the  end  of  educational  endeavor  in  the 
republic,  it  is  well  to  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  in  part  the  aim  of 
the  school  is  to  prepare  the  individual  for  the  widest  possible  par- 
ticipation in  governmental  functions.  The  interest  of  the  State  in 
education  is  primarily  that  of  guaranteeing  to  itself,  and,  therefore, 
to  its  own  perpetuity,  an  calightened  citizenry.  It  seeks  to  achieve 
this  result  by  imparting  to  each  pupil  as  effectively  as  possible  the 
common  elements  of  an  approved  education.  These  elements  ex- 
])ressed  in  the  formal  elements  of  the  curriculum  are  the  tools  of 
democracy.  The  keynote  here  is  education  for  co-operation,  to  the 
end  that  the  entire  population  may  be  able  to  think  together  and 
thus  to  plan  to  live  together  under  civil  order. 

In  another  sense,  the  aim  of  our  educational  endeavor  is  to  fit  .each 
individual  for  the  widest  participation  in  the  legitimate  activities  of 
organized  society.  To  accomplish  this,  it  seeks  to  discipline  the 
mind  so  as  to  make  it  readily  capable  of  a  rational  approach  to  the 
real  problems  of  life.  It  also  aims  in  this  connection  to  inform  the 
mind  upon  such  substantial  and  fundamental  matters  as  underlie  all 
economic  procedure.  The  keynote  here  is  education  for  orderly  co- 
operation, to  the  end  that  the  individual  may  make  a  maximum 
contribution  to  the  common  good. 

The  school  aims  also  to  conserve  the  physical  well-being  of  the 
individual:  by  securing  proper  physical  environment  during  the 
school  years;  by  systematic  training  in  wholesome  physical  disci- 
plines :  and  by  imparting  such  a  fund  of  practical  knowledge  relating 
to  hygiene  as  to  guarantee  the  continuance  of  this  care  by  the 
individual  as  a  self-regulated,  informed  unit  of  society.  The  knowl- 
edge must  not  be  bought  at  the  price  of  health.  The  keynote  here  is 
education  for  the  conservation  of  the  health  and,  hence,  of  the 
physical  vigor  of  the  race. 

Finally,  it  aims,  by  its  organization  and  administration,  and  by 
formal  instruction,  to  insure  such  habits  of  reaction  on  the  moral 
side  as  to  establish  the  conduct  of  the  individual  both  as  a  citizen 
and  as  an  economic  unit  above  criticism.  This  moral  phase  of  our 
education  seeks  to  secure  from  each  pupil  courtesy,  which  is  the 
virtue  of  the  social  life;  and  dependableness,  which  is  the  virtue 
of  the  ethical  life.  It  also  endeavors,  and  to  be  typical  must  suc- 
ceed, in  establishing  in  each  pupil  the  crowning  good  of  a  humble 
spirit,  which  is  the  virtue  of  religion.  The  keynote  here  is  a  reverent 
regard  for  the  rights  of  others  and  a  wise  orienting  of  the  individual 
for  right  living. 
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It  may,  therefore,  be  claimed  that  the  education  provided  by  the 
republic  aims  to  establish  a  stable,  enlightened  citizenry  capable  of 
performing  satisfactorily  the  social,  vocational  and  moral  obliga- 
tions incumbent  upon  each  citizen. 

The  National  Bureau  of  Education. 
(Philander  Priestly  Claxton.) 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  makes  no  mention  of 
education.  Our  Federal  Government  maintains  no  general  system 
of  public  schools.  There  is  as  yet  no  national  college  or  university. 
The  creation,  maintenance  and  control  of  schools  and  school  systems 
are  left  to  the  several  States.  Education  has  remained  a  function 
of  the  State  and  not  of  the  nation. 

Yet  the  nation  as  a  whole  is  no  less  interested  in  education  than 
the  States.  Citizens  of  the  several  States  are  also  citizens  of  the 
United  States.  The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  national  citizen- 
ship are  no  less  important  or  difficult  than  the  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities of  State  citizenship.  The  welfare  of  State  and  nation  alike 
depends  upon  the  intelligence  and  virtue  of  their  citizens. 

For  this  reason  the  Federal  Government  has  from  the  beginning 
encouraged  education  in  the  several  States  and  provided  for  schools 
and  other  means  of  education  in  its  territories  and  possessions.  For 
the  support  of  education  in  schools  of  all  grades  it  has  appropriated 
nearly  100,000,000  acres  of  public  lands  and  many  millions  of  dollars 
of  Federal  funds. 

In  the  early  history  of  the  country  the  conceptions  of  education 
were  simple  and  its  problems  appeared  easy  of  solution.  For  the 
masses  of  the  people  only  a  meagre  beginning  in  the  three  R's  was 
attempted.  For  a  few  there  was  added  a  minimum  of  geography, 
history  and  elementary  science.  A  smaller  number  still  gained  some 
knowledge  of  the  classics  and  higher  mathematics.  Little  provision 
was  made  for  commercial,  professional  or  technical  education. 
There  was  no  State,  county  or  city  supervision  of  schools.  Each 
school  was  a  separate  and  unrelated  organism.  There  were  no  nor- 
mal schools  for  the  education  and  training  of  teachers  and  education 
as  a  course  in  college  or  university  was  unknown.  No  professional 
preparation  of  teachers  was  required  or  expected ;  nor  were  there  any 
recognized  standards  of  academic  education.  There  were  no 
national  or  State  education  associations,  and  few  local  organizations 
of  teachers.    As  a  result  of  these  conditions  the  percentage  of  illit- 
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eracy  in  all  parts  of  the  country  was  large  and  the  standards  of 
schools  and  colleges  were  low  and  uncertain. 

In  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  the  last  century  these  condi- 
tions began  to  change.  Systems  of  public  schools  were  organized 
with  State,  county  and  city  supervision.  Normal  schools  for  the 
professional  education  and  training  of  teachers  were  established. 
Schools  were  graded  and  classified,  and  attempts  at  standardization 
and  correlation  were  begun.  Teachers  and  school  officers,  until  then 
content  for  the  most  part  with  their  own  meagre  experience,  began 
to  feel  the  need  of  some  knowledge  of  the  work  of  other  teachers  and 
school  officers  in  their  own  and  other  States  and  countries. 

State  Departments  of  Education  could  give  some  help  in  the 
sphere  of  elementary  and  secondary  education,  their  ability  to  do  so 
varying  widely  from  State  to  State.  The  associations  were  valuable 
chiefly  in  creating  sentiment,  stimulating  ideals  and  pointing  out 
defects  and  needs.  There  was  no  general  agency  on  which  all  alike 
might  depend  for  accurate  information  in  regard  to  education  in  this 
and  other  countries  and  for  comprehensive  investigations  into  the 
vital  problems  of  administration  and  of  education  in  schools  of  all 
classes,  and  for  a  clear  presentation  of  the  organization,  methods 
and  results  of  education  by  agencies  of  all  kinds. 

Out  of  the  feeling  for  the  need  for  such  a  central  agency  grew  the 
demand  for  a  National  Education  Office,  which  was  created  by  Act 
of  Congress  in  1867. 

Over  the  schools  of  the  States  the  Bureau  of  Education  has  no 
executive  authority.  The  autonomy  of  the  States  in  regard  to  edu- 
cation is  no  way  affected  by  it,  nor  can  be.  It  is  a  servant  and  not  a 
master.  Its  only  authority  is  to  serve.  It  was  created  and  exists 
in  response  to  the  right  which  the  people  of  the  United  States  have 
to  demand  of  the  Federal  Government  such  service  as  is  requisite 
for  the  general  welfare,  but  can  be  rendered  not  at  all,  not  so  well, 
or  only  at  much  greater  cost  by  the  State  government. 

The  State  in  Education. 
(Payson  Smith.) 

The  State  is  the  largest  educational  unit.  It  must  bear  the 
ultimate  responsibility  for  the  right  education  of  all  its  children. 
This  responsibility  does  not  end  with  those  institutions  that  are 
maintained  at  public  cost.  It  extends  tc  all  institutions  and  organi- 
zations that  have  to  do  with  the  education  of  the  people.  None  may 
exist  without  the  authority  of  the  State  and  to  the  State  each  must 
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be  held  responsible  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  function  it 
assumes. 

The  State  Department  of  Educa^ion  is  the  agency  which  represents 
the  State  in  its  organized  control  and  direction  of  education.  It  is 
not  an  autocratic  bureau  whence  proceeds  authority,  it  is  the  means 
by  which  the  State  interprets  in  action  the  educational  purposes  and 
policies  of  its  people. 

The  State  Department  of  Education,  whatever  its  form  or  organi- 
zation, has  three  distinct  tasks  to  discharge. 

First,  it  must  be  held  responsible  for  investigating  all  educational 
activities  and  their  results.  It  should  be  the  depository  of  informa- 
tion regarding  all  the  institutions  and  organizations  that  undertake 
any  phase  of  the  people's  education. 

Second,  the  State  Department  of  Education  must  report  in  terms 
intelligible  to  the  people  the  result  of  its  investigation.  Educational 
progress  depends  in  American  schools  upon  the  support  and  co- 
operation of  the  people.  These  are  impossible  without  the  constant 
and  repeated  enlightenment  of  the  people  with  respect  to  every  im- 
portant movement  undertaken.  But  the  function  of  the  State  De- 
partment as  a  disseminator  of  educational  information  does  not  end 
either  with  the  formal  or  with  the  more  popular  reporting  of  the 
activities  within  the  State's  own  bounds.  It  should  extend  to  the 
spreading  among  the  people  as  widely  as  possible  the  undertaking's 
and  results  of  education  elsewhere,  and  particularly  should  it  engage 
in  a  work  of  propaganda  regarding  those  outside  activities  that  seem 
most  desirable  and  possible  of  adaptation  to  the  State's  present 
condition  and  needs. 

Third,  the  State  Department  of  Education  must  be  charged,  in  a 
measure,  with  fixing  the  standards  that  will  control  the  broader 
j»hases  of  the  State's  educational  policy.  In  discharging  this  func- 
tion the  State  Department  is  fundamentally  an  interpretive  agency 
trying  to  express  in  its  concrete  rules,  regulations  and  definitions, 
the  consensus  of  educational  sentiment  and  opinion  of  the  State. 
Its  task  is  to  keep  as  near  as  possible  to  the  highest  level  of  public 
thinking  at  the  same  time  that  it  keeps  within  its  consideration  all 
the  factors  to  which  any  educational  policy  must  go  back  for  a  part 
of  its  final  judgment. 

The  State,  in  creating  a  department  of  education  and  endowing 
it  with  the  authority  to  direct  certain  large  steps  of  procedure,  does 
not  contemplate  the  destruction  of  local  autonomy  or  even  unneces- 
sary limitation.  The  largest  liberty  consistent  with  the  people's 
accepted  standards  will  conserve,  not  reduce,  educational  efficiency. 
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As  the  freedom  of  the  individual  teacher  must  be  protected  so  must 
the  town,  city  or  county  be  as  little  hampered  as  possible  in  working- 
out  the  solution  of  its  own  problems. 

Hence  the  State  Department  of  Education  must  be: 

1.  The  State's  supreme  agency  for  the  expression  of  the  State's 
educational  ideas  and  plans. 

2.  The  one  bureau  responsible  for  the  adequate  investigation  for 
the  people  of  all  phases  of  their  educational  undertakings. 

3.  The  source  of  reliable  information  of  all  matters  both  within 
and  without  the  State  that  may  alfect  the  educational  welfare  of  the 
people  of  the  State  it  represents. 

4.  A  leader  in  promoting  legislative  acts  on  these  points  of  the 
State's  educational  procedure  wliicli  the  people  have  been  prepared 
to  sustain. 

5.  An  organizer  of  standards  with  respect  to  courses  of  study, 
qualifications  of  teachers,  construction  and  equipment  of  school 
buildings  and  all  other  general  features  of  educational  administra- 
tion, leaving  to  the  local  educational  agency  the  largest  possibk' 
freedom  within  its  own  field. 

6.  A  harmonizer  of  all  the  institutions  and  agencies  of  the  State 
into  a  co-operative  body  for  the  advancement  of  all  the  educational 
interests  of  the  State  and  its  citizens. 

The  UxivERsrjY  and  Coixege. 
(James  H.  Baker.) 

The  character  of  universities  has  always  been  largely  determined 
by  the  dominant  thought  and  intertsts  of  the  i)e()ple  in  a  given  period 
of  history.  Within  a  few  years  in  this  country  there  have  been  vital 
changes  in  the  ideals  of  higher  education,  due  to  the  attempt,  more 
or  less  conscious,  to  adapt  educational  aims  to  civic  needs.  In  dis- 
carding many  former  traditions  a  period  of  reconstruction  has  fol- 
lowed; but  already  there  is  a  clear  vision  of  future  linos  of 
development. 

Any  analysis  of  the  problems  of  the  modern  university  must  in 
elude  the  following:  The  adai>tation  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts— 
whether  separate  or  a  school  of  the  university — to  the  needs  of 
society  as  a  whole;  the  adequacy  of  the  university  organization  in 
preparing  for  specialized  activities;  the  broader  humanism  de 
manded  of  higher  education;  a  general  view^  of  the  relation  of 
higher  education  to  democracy ;  some  special  questions. 
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The  one  fixed  curriculum  of  the  early  New  England  college  in  its 
day  served  a  useful  purpose.  Today  we  must  meet  the  demand  for 
specialized  knowledge ;  the  claims  of  new  thought  and  interests ;  the 
new  problems  of  government  and  society.  Colleges  are  now  organ- 
ized, especially  in  the  last  two  years  of  the  course,  with  a  broad 
vocational  aim.  Subjects  are  presented  in  groups  leading  toward 
the  professions,  teaching,  business,  applied  science  or  special  fields 
of  culture.  Emphasis  is  given  modern  subjects  and  the  application 
of  principles  to  real  life  and  present-day  problems. 

The  first  function  of  the  college,  so  far  as  it  represents  general 
education  and  not  preparation  for  graduate  or  special  schools,  is  to 
make  the  enlightened  citizen.  Society  needs  the  college  man  in  its 
business  as  society,  and  as  never  before — the  man  who  is  acquainted 
with  history,  the  political  and  economic  and  social  sciences,  the 
physical  sciences,  the  sentiments  and  ideas  embodied  in  literature, 
who  has  perspective  and  can  interpret  the  present  by  the  past  and 
by  the  understanding  and  logic  of  organized  knowledge.  He  is 
needed  as  the  representative  of  clear  thought  on  the  questions  of  the 
day,  as  the  advocate  of  an  independent  press,  of  wisdom  in  legisla- 
tion and  efficiency  in  administration.  In  short,  the  scholar  is 
needed  to  preserve  the  real  treasure  of  the  past,  to  extend  knowledge 
and  to  analyze  the  problems  of  our  civilization. 

Today  the  entire  university  adapts  itself  to  the  demands  of  society. 
Special  schools  within  the  university  are  provided  for  law,  medicine, 
engineering  and  agriculture.  Within  the  Arts  College  is  found  such 
forms  of  organization  as  the  College  of  Commerce  and  the  College 
of  Education.  The  highest  opportunity  for  formal  scholarship  and 
intensive  preparation  for  vocations  is  offered  by  the  Graduate 
School.  Moreover,  in  many  States,  State-supported  institutions  ex- 
tend the  work  of  the  departments  to  cover  a  large  outside  field.  A 
careful  study  of  results  in  one  State  shows  that  the  university's 
influence  materially  aids  farming,  engineering,  teaching,  municipal 
government  and  legislation;  that  it  improves  the  character  of  the 
press  and  the  tone  of  society;  develops  intelligent  interest  in  socio- 
logical problems  and  creates  greater  variety  in  life  and  a  better 
philosophy. 

The  old  ideal  of  the  university,  in  effect,  was  often  exclusive.  The 
new  ideal  leads  to  efficiency  and  service — a  broader  humanism. 
Learning  is  not  alone  for  the  congenial  few.  The  social  aim  is 
emphasized.  The  university  is  supposed  to  represent  the  highest 
interests  and  aspirations  of  the  people.  The  teacher,  while  no  less 
the  scholar,  is  more  related  to  life;  the  student  is  stimulated  by  a 
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large  purpose  of  usefulness;  the  graduate  should  be  '^fruitful  and 
friendly  to  all  mankind."  The  university  becomes  more  or  less 
responsible  for  advocating  clear  thought,  right  legislation,  good 
government,  justice  to  all  classes,  State  pride  in  every  good  cause, 
a  philosophy  of  hope  and  courage.  There  is  no  more  significant  fact 
in  the  history  of  civilization  than  the  new  spirit  of  the  scholar — 
emerging  from  the  cloister,  coming  forth  into  the  light,  among  men. 

Our  great  problem  today  is  to  bring  together  higher  education  and 
democracy — the  union  of  the  science  and  power  of  the  schools  with 
the  popular  will.  The  scholar  must  recognize  the  larger  function  of 
science  and  a  wider  altruism.  The  people  must  have  faith  in  the 
work  of  higher  education  as  representing  the  best  interests  of 
society,  in  the  graduates  as  the  instruments  of  a  better  civilization. 
There  can  be  no  completely  successful  democracy  without  the  learn- 
ing and  vision  of  the  scholar  combined  with  the  right  impulses  of 
the  people. 

In  this  period  of  rapid  changes  and  new  interests,  we  must  not 
forget  that  profound  science,  foundation  principles,  research,  a  large 
philosophy  of  life — the  scholar  and  thinker — are  the  great  need  of 
the  American  people;  that  humanity  is  more  than  prosperity;  the 
relation  of  man  to  men  more  important  than  man's  relation  to 
nature. 

We  must  refer  to  the  investigation,  now  being  conducted  as  a 
national  question,  on  -Economy  of  Time  in  the  period  of  general 
education.  This  aims  to  prove  that  the  period  can  be  reduced  two 
years  without  loss  in  knowledge  or  power,  and  the  college  degree  can 
be  reached  at  about  the  age  of  20 ;  that  the  university — namely,  the 
graduate  and  professional  schools — should  then  be  built  upon  the 
complete  college  course. 

The  question  of  a  National  University  is  not  a  dead  issue.  As 
conceived  today,  such  an  institution  would  represent  profound 
scientific  research  in  every  field,  the  study  of  every  vital  problem  of 
government  and  society,  a  hopeful  idealism.  It  would  represent,  as 
politics  cannot,  the  power  of  efficiency  and  the  spirit  of  service  in 
government.  It  would  become  the  most  effective  instrument  of  a 
higher  scientific  and  civic  standard. 

The  Normal  School. 
(J.  G.  Crabbe.) 

The  American  normal  school  has  created,  stimulated,  idealized 
and  in  this  generation  brought  ideals  to  the  knowledge  of  the  people. 
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The  normal  school  stands  for  democracy  in  education  and  is  una! 
terably  opposed  to  the  centralization  of  educational  power. 

Its  professional  spirit  is  a  spirit  of  consecration. 

The  normal  school  has  been  established  in  all  lands  w  here  there 
exists  a  system  of  State-supported  schools.  It  is  a  Adtal  part  of  the 
public  school  system  because  well-trained  teachers  are  a  prime 
requisite  for  efficient  schools. 

Teaching  is  an  art,  based  upon  a  body  of  professional  knowledge — 
knowledge  of  the  purpose  of  the  school  and  of  the  laws  of  develop- 
ment of  the  child.  It  is  the  business  of  the  normal  school  to  or- 
ganize this  knowledge  and  develop  this  art. 

The  i)ublic  schools  were  very  elementary  in  character  in  the  early 
days  of  the  normal  school.  Toda}'  they  are  no  longer  elementary; 
special  forms  have  developed,  courses  have  broadened  and  new  re- 
searches ill  science,  new  demands  for  vocational  training  and  new 
problems  in  the  rural  community  and  in  society  have  found  lodg- 
ment in  the  public  schools.  There  is  need  for  the  departmental 
teacher  and  the  special  teacher,  while  school  supervision  and  admin 
istration  have  become  a  profession.  Principals  and  superintendents 
should  be  trained  in  a  professional  atmosphere  where  the  same  ideals 
are  set  up,  the  same  principles  and  methods  taught  as  are  taught 
to  the  teachers  who  are  to  work  under  their  leadership.  The  normal 
school  should  regard  these  problems  of  public  school  education  as 
distinctly  its  own  and  attack  them  with  the  enthusiasm  and  energy 
inspired  by  a  great  mission. 

The  twentieth  century  normal  school  is  dedicated  to  higher  edu 
cation,  with  the  special  function  of  supplying  teachers  for  the  rural 
scliools,  the  elementary  schools  and  the  high  scliools. 

Its  entrance  requirements  as  to  scholarship  Avill  be  practically  the 
same  requirements  that  are  now  demanded  by  the  colleges — gradua- 
tion from  a  four-year  high  school. 

It  will  extend  its  courses  of  instruction  and  practice,  as  conditions 
may  demand,  to  four-year  courses,  thus  giving  it  as  high  a  standing 
in  the  way  of  discipline  and  scholarshij)  as  the  college  now  possesses. 

It  will  widely  extend  the  field  of  professional  experimentation  and 
investigation. 

It  will  try  out  its  graduates  as  to  their  ability  to  teach  and  manage 
schools  by  such  a  period  of  practice-teaching  as  will  settle  the  case 
beyond  peradventure. 

It  will  plan  effectively  to  train  teachers  for  rural  schools,  to 
stimulate  and  foster  every  educative  agency  toward  the  development 
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of  rural  life,  and  to  elevate  the  professional  position  of  the  rural 
teacher. 

It  will  set  up  definite  ends  of  education  that  will  relate  themselves 
to  the  life  of  the  people  in  all  departments  of  human  interest  and 
will  thus  become  a  great  social  energy.  As  the  public  school  is 
going  to  become,  next  to  the  family,  the  most  potent  social  agent,  so 
the  normal  school  is  going  to  fit  teachers  to  perform  this  educative 
function. 

For  a  half-century  the  leaders  among  normal  schools  in  this  coun- 
try have  been  devoted  enthusiasts  and  of  boundless  ideas;  they  had 
the  greatest  faith  in  education  and  the  intensest  love  for  teaching; 
they  were  superior  teachers  possessing  remarkable  skill  in  the  con- 
duct of  instruction  and  inspiration.  We  reafiirm  our  faith  in  the 
devotion,  the  patriotism,  the  consecration  of  these  men  and  women 
who  have  made  possible  the  achievements  of  tiie  American  normal 
school. 

But  the  twentieth  century  normal  school  will  develop  such  a  spirit 
of  enthusiasm  and  devotion  in  its  pupils  as  will  do  for  the  schools 
of  the  country  at  large  what  is  now  done  in  a  limited  number  of 
centres. 

The  Rural  School. 
(Harold  W.  Foght.) 

Rural  education  must  reflect  our  agricultural  life. — The  rural 
school  is  the  educational  institution  of  the  open  country  and  the 
rural-minded  village.  It  is  the  school  of  the  half  of  the  American 
people  producing  the  raw  materials  from  the  soil,  and  as  such  it^ 
must  reflect  the  daily  life  and  interests  of  our  agricultural  popula- 
tion. This  does  not  mean  that  the  schools  are  to  be  solely  agricul- 
tural in  nature.  The  universal  elements  of  education  must  continue, 
as  heretofore,  to  hold  first  place  in  the  schools ;  but  there  must  be  a 
new  emphasis  placed  on  local  application  to  country  community 
needs.  The  schools  must  be  organized  on  principles  broad  enough 
to  produce  an  agricultural  citizenship  of  highest  ideals,  filled  with  a 
desire  to  live  their  lives  on  the  farm  absorbed  in  the  intensive  culti- 
vation of  the  soil.  Clearly  stated,  the  rural  schools  must  aim  to 
make  more  scientific  farmers  than  we  now  have;  must  make  the 
occupation  more  remunerative,  and  the  whole  life  in  the  open  country 
more  worth  living  and  freer  from  city  domination. 

Changes  in  national  life  and  in  school  sgstems  must  go  hand  in 
hand, — There  was  a  time  in  our  history  when  all  the  schools,  town

and  country  alike,  had  more  things  in  common  than  now.  This  was 
before  steam  and  electric  power  gave  us  the  great  machine  age  with 
its  greatly  specialized  city  life.  The  first  rural  teachers  were  city- 
bred  and  city-trained;  had  city  ways  and  sympathies,  and  brought 
with  them  to  the  country  the  city  courses  of  study.  But  in  the  early 
days  this  was  of  little  consequence,  since  even  city  life,  so  called  then, 
was  provincial  in  nature,  in  many  ways  scarcely  more  than  an  over- 
grown rural  life.  But  times  have  changed.  Our  towns  have  be- 
come mighty  centres  of  commerce  and  manufacture.  The  needs  of 
city  life  have  found  expression  in  courses  of  study  preparing  the 
children  for  the  new  and  varied  activities  there.  But  the  rural 
schools  have  been  slow  to  put  themselves  in  consonance  with  the 
great  changes  in  our  national  life.  It  has  been  difficult  to  realize 
that  the  rural  district  should  have  a  school  system  of  its  own,  com- 
plete in  itself,  independent  of  courses  of  study  formulated  for  city 
children.  All  of  which  is  quite  possible  of  realization  without  sac- 
rificing any  of  the  universal  elements  of  education  which  are  the 
same  whether  given  in  the  country  or  in  town. 

Gradual  reorganization  of  the  rural  school  system. — Educators 
have  for  some  time  realized  that  rural  schools  cannot  fill  their  mis- 
sion well  so  long  as  they  remain  complementary  to  city  schools. 
That  it  is  quite  possible  and  practicable  to  organize  schools  for  the 
open  country  and  rural  villages  unaffected  by  city  schools  has  been 
demonstrated  in  a  definite  way  by  leading  agricultural  nations  of 
Europe.  The  beginnings  are  being  made  in  some  parts  of  the  United 
States  to  re-establish  the  old  principle  of  "equal  rights  for  all"  by 
providing  in  the  country,  for  country  people,  as  complete  a  system 
of  education  as  is  being  offered  the  youth  of  the  cities.  But  these 
beginnings,  while  encouraging,  are  at  present  wholly  inadequate. 
The  reorganization  must  provide,  within  reach  of  all  country  chil- 
dren, carefully  graded  elementary  schools,  and  a  sufficient  number 
of  rural  high  schools  adapted  to  the  particular  needs  of  the  given 
community,  to  the  end  of  giving  country  folk  a  genuine  farm  culture 
and  a  scientific  knowledge  of  agriculture  without  going  away  from 
home  to  secure  it.  Such  reorganization  may  be  expected  to  furnish 
Ihe  trained  leadership  required  to  put  our  rural  population  on  a 
more  stable  social-economic  basis. 

Rural  teaching  as  a  life  profession  a  first  essential  in  this  reor- 
ganization.— The  trained  leadership  needed  in  country  districts  can- 
not be  realized  until  a  staff  of  teachers,  professionally  trained  and 
with  the  right  vision  and  power,  establish  themselves  there  as  per- 
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manent  teachers.  The  peripatetic  one  or  two-term  teachers  have 
failed  to  establish  themselves  in  country  leadership,  and  must  go. 

This  change  from  amateur  to  professional  teaching  can  be  hastened 
(1)  by  providing,  through  legal  enactment,  a  liberal  sliding  scale 
salary,  increasing  definitely  with  the  length  of  tenure;  (2)  by  mak- 
ing it  obligatory  upon  the  community  to  erect  teachers'  cottages, 
thus  keeping  the  teachers  in  the  country  permanently;  and  (3)  by 
encouraging  teachers'  colleges,  normal  schools,  high  schools  with 
teacher-training  classes,  etc.,  to  organize  thoroughgoing  departments 
in  country  life  and  country  teaching,  from  which  to  draw  the  teach- 
ers willing  and  able  to  undertake  the  difficult  task  of  teaching  real 
farm  schools. 

Satisfactory  unit  of  organization. — Of  as  vital  importance  as  pro- 
fessional teaching  is  the  adoption  of  a  unit  of  organization  large 
enough  so  that  the  management  of  the  school  may  be  efficient,  eco- 
nomical and  intelligent.  The  small  independent  district  of  the  open 
country  has  generally  proved  too  small  to  be  entrusted  with  final 
legislation  in  matters  of  importance.  Especially  is  this  true  where 
the  taxing  power  is  concerned.  The  union  of  several  townships  into 
strong  administrative  units  is  to  be  commended  for  the  older  States 
where  the  township  (town)  is  the  unit  in  local  government.  In  the 
Middle  Western  and  Western  States  a  change  should  be  made  from 
the  small  district,  as  well  as  township,  to  the  county  basis  of  organi- 
zation. When  one  School  Board,  elected  from  the  area  at  large,  con- 
trols all  the  schools,  a  more  uniform  standard  of  excellence  and 
equality  in  school  provision  is  sure  to  prevail.  In  sections  where  the 
large  unit  prevails  excellent  results  may  already  be  seen  in  the 
consolidation  of  weak,  retarded  schools  into  real  firm  schools  ready 
for  the  professional  teacher. 

Trained  supervision  of  rural  schools. — Kural  school  supervision, 
as  now  generally  practiced,  does  not  discharge  the  important  duties 
of  close,  intelligent,  helpful  supervision.  This  problem  is  difficult  of 
solution,  especially  in  the  sparsely  populated  sections.  But,  gener- 
ally speaking,  steps  should  be  taken  immediately  to  provide  each 
State  Department  of  Education  with  a  number  of  State  rural  school 
supervisors,  who  help  local  supervisors  to  standardize  their  efforts. 
Local  supervision  must  be  made  close  enough  to  be  generally  helpful, 
and  this  contemplates  a  continuous  professional  relation  between 
local  supervisors  and  teachers. 

A  redirected  course  of  study. — As  indicated  above,  the  course  of 
study  must  in  its  special  interest  be  agricultural  in  nature,  i.  e.,  it 
must  be  based  on  country  life  needs.  The  program  to  be  adopted 
should  in  all  particulars  economize  the  time  of  teachers  and  pupils 
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alike.  The  reorganization  demands  that  greater  attention  be  paid 
to  a  thoroughgoing  teaching  of  the  fundamental  studies ;  but  will  at 
the  same  time  necessarily  force  some  subjects  that  liave  long  held 
place  in  the  traditional  curriculum  into  tlie  background,  sim  c  ihesc 
have  failed  to  express  the  activities  and  needs  of  the  community. 
New  subjects  of  vital  importance  to  rural  progress  are  tinding  places 
in  the  new  courses  of  study.  Thus  nature  stud}',  agriculture,  man- 
ual training  and  domestic  science,  farm  accoounting,  music,  physical 
education,  etc.,  must  speedily  come  to  play  an  important  part  in  the 
life  of  progressive  farm  schools. 

In  the  main,  however,  the  process  of  redirection  is  not  so  much 
one  of  adding  new  subjects  to  the  curriculum  as  of  jiutting  new 
leaven  into  the  old  essentials.  To  illustrate:  The  schools  are  already 
teaching  less  of  stocks  and  bonds,  cube  root  and  troy  weight,  and 
more  of  dairy  problems  and  rotation  of  crops,  spraying  mixtures 
and  handy  farm  methods. 

A  strong  con  soli  dated  rural  school. — The  rural  school  of  the 
future  is  to  be  a  farm  school — a  school  that  will  relate  itself  to  the 
life  of  the  rural  comiramity.  It  must  be  built  with  this  in  view,  in 
ample  grounds,  /.  c.  nature's  own  laboratory.  It  must  be  sanitary 
and  well  adapted  to  the  new  kind  of  teaching ;  it  must  be  attractive 
and  so  large  and  centrally  located  as  to  become  from  the  first  the 
natural  community  centre  for  intellectual,  social  and  other  pur])oses. 

In  States  Avhere  for  good  reasons  the  one-teacher  school  will  con- 
tinue to  persist  for  many  years  to  come  it  should  be  made  incum- 
bent on  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  or  other 
authority  appointed  for  this  purpose,  to  see  that  the  faulty  lighting 
and  ventilation,  and  generally  utter  lack  of  sanitary  api)liances  ot 
These  schools,  be  remedied.  It  is  especially  to  be  recommended  thai 
the  old-fashioned  outdoor  toilets  be  abandoned  altogether.  Common 
decency  and  good  morals  demand  a  thorough  reform  in  this  breeding- 
place  of  vice.  Anywhere  in  the  open  country  where  it  is  jjossible  to 
obtain  flowing  water,  sanitary  indoor  toilets  can  be  constructed  at  a 
surprisingly  small  cost. 

Rural  schools  the  )nost  vital  factor  in  sol  ring  the  rural  life  jtroh- 
lem. — Of  the  many  factors  entering  into  the  socialization  of  Ameri- 
can rural  life  none  is  more  vital  than  the  rural  schools.  For  it  is 
school  education,  after  all,  that  must  furnish  the  leadership  so 
essential  to  the  solution  of  the  rural  life  movement. 

In  summary  then:  (1)  without  strong  men  and  women  profession- 
ally prepared  for  their  work  in  the  redirected  rural  schools  there 
can  be  no  satisfactory  adjustment  of  rural  life;  and        unless  thr

schools  are  reorganized  on  a  more  satisfactory  basis  for  administra- 
tive and  supervisory  purposes  the  schools  themselves  cannot  become 
genuinely  "redirected"  nor  their  management  become  honestly 
eificient,  economical  and  intelligent. 

Child  Hygiene  and  the  Public  School. 
(Leonard  P.  Ayres.) 

Health  is  the  foundation  on  which  rests  the  happiness  of  a  people 
and  the  power  of  a  nation.  To  insure  the  efficiency  of  its  citizens, 
the  State  requires  its  youth  to  attend  school  and  pursue  studies 
designed  to  contribute  to  that  effiiCiency.  But  individual  efficiency 
rests  not  alone  on  intelligence  and  education ;  it  is  equally  dependent 
on  physical  health  and  vigor.  Hence,  if  the  State  is  to  make  manda- 
tory training  in  intelligence,  it  must  also  provide  training  to  secure 
physical  soundness  and  capacity.  Education  without  health  is  use- 
less. It  would  be  better  to  sacrifice  the  education  if  in  order  to 
attain  it  the  child  must  lay  down  liis  good  health  as  a  price. 

^Ve,  therefore,  indorse  all  agencies  which  extended  and  varied 
experience  has  shown  to  better  the  health  of  school  children,  safe- 
guard them  from  disease,  render  tliem  healthier,  happier  and  more 
vigorous,  and  to  insure  for  them  such  physical  and  mental  vitality  as 
will  best  enable  them  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  free  education 
offered  by  the  State. 

Among  such  agencies  the  following  are  of  special  importance: 

1.  Medical  inspection  for  preventing  the  spread  of  contagious 
diseases ;  and  for  the  discovery  and  cure  of  remediable  physical 
defects. 

2.  Dental  inspection  for  the  purpose  of  securing  sound  teeth 
among  children. 

3.  School  nurses,  who  work  with  doctors,  teachers  and  parents 
to  improve  the  health  of  the  children. 

4.  Open-air  schools  for  giving  to  the  physically  weak  such  ad- 
vantages of  pure  air,  good  food  and  warm  sunshine  as  may  enable 
them  to  pursue  their  studies  while  regaining  their  physical  vigor. 

5.  Special  classes  for  the  physically  handicapped  and  mentally 
exceptional  in  which  children  may  receive  the  care  and  instruction 
fitted  to  their  needs. 

G.  School  gardens,  which  serve  as  nature-study  laboratories,  where 
education  and  recreation  go  hand  in  hand,  and  increased  knowledge 
is  accompanied  by  increased  bodily  efficiency. 

7.  School  playgrounds,  which  afford  space,  facilities,  opportunity 
and  incentive  for  the  expression  of  play  instincts  and  impulses.

8.  Organized  athletics,  which  aid  in  physical  development  and 
afford  training  in  alertness,  intense  application,  vigorous  exertion, 
loyalty,  obedience  to  law  and  order,  self-control,  self-sacrifice  and 
respect  for  the  rights  of  others. 

9.  All  adjuncts  of  better  sanitation  in  schoolhouses,  such  as  sani- 
tary drinking  cups  and  fountains,  systems  of  vacuum  cleaning, 
improved  systems  of  lighting,  heating  and  ventilation. 

The  health  movement  in  our  public  schools  has  been  transformed 
during  the  last  decade  from  a  purely  negative  movement,  having  as 
an  object  the  avoidance  of  disease,  to  a  splendidly  positive  move- 
ment, having  as  its  aim  the  development  of  vitality.  We  desire  for 
the  youth  of  the  future  schools  in  which  health  instead  of  disease  will 
be  contagious,  in  which  the  playground  will  be  as  important  as  the 
book,  and  where  pure  water,  pure  air  and  abundant  sunshine  will  be 
rights  and  not  privileges.  In  these  schools  the  physical,  the  mental 
and  the  moral  will  be  developed  together  and  not  separately;  the 
child  will  live  not  only  in  healthy  surroundings,  but  in  surroundings 
where  he  will  acquire  habits  of  health  which  will  be  life-long. 

Vocational  Education. 
(Edwin  Gilbert  Cooley.) 
(David  Snedden,  Collaborator.) 

I.  The  complete  aim  of  education  may  be  variously  expressed  as 
preparation  for  citizenship,  self-realization,  etc. 

II.  The  complete  aim  of  education  may  be  subdivided  into  four 
principal  concrete  aims,  each  having  a  definite  place  in  contemporary 
education:  (a)  physical  education,  which  prepares  persons  for  pro- 
longed physical  health  and  bodily  usefulness;  (b)  vocational  educa- 
tion, which  prepares  the  individual  for  the  useful  and  effective  per- 
formance of  the  duties  related  to  self-support;  (c)  civic  and  moral 
(or  social)  education,  which  trains  the  individual  for  effective  par- 
ticipation in  group  life  as  citizen,  patriot,  parent,  etc.:  and  (d)  cul- 
tural education,  which  fits  the  individual  for  effective  participation 
in  the  jesthetic,  intellectual  and  other  cultural  activities  of  civilized 
life. 

III.  It  is  desirable  that  opportunities  for  vocational  education  in 
schools  shall  not  be  restricted  only  to  those  entering  the  professions, 
but  shall  be  made  available  for  all.  Vocational  education  heretofore 
has  been  carried  on  by  other  agencies  than  schools.  These  agencies 
are  no  longer  adequate  for  the  needs  of  modern  society.  The  school 
system  must,  therefore,  supplement  the  other  agencies  and  should 
include : 
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1.  A  system  of  elementary  schools,  including  kindergartens,  which 
cover  the  period  from  infancy  and  childhood  np  to  the  age  of  14  or 
15.  The  purpose  of  the  work  of  the  elementary  school  should  be 
all-round  development,  including  training  of  the  eye  and  hand,  as 
well  as  covering  the  ordinary  academic  ground  in  the  tield  of 
literature,  geography,  history  and  the  three  R's. 

2.  A  system  of  secondary  schools,  both  academic  and  technical, 
for  youth  who  can  devote  more  time  (a)  to  their  education  before 
entering  business  or  industrial  life,  or  (b)  to  the  preparation  for  the 
colleges  and  universities. 

3.  A  system  of  higher  institutions,  including  those  Avhich  prepare 
for  the  professions,  such  as  law,  medicine,  engineering,  etc. ;  and 

4.  A  system  of  A^ocational  continuation  school,  part-time  and  full- 
time  trade  or  technical  schools  for  youth  who  wish,  or  are  compelled, 
to  enter  vocational  life  without  the  broader  foundation  provided  by 
the  secondary  schools,  the  colleges  and  universities. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  vocational  schools  suggested  under  sub- 
division 4  be  added  to  our  present  school  system,  both  as  a  means  of 
l)reparing  the  individual  for  self-support  and  with  a  view  to  supply- 
ing that  minimum  of  instruction  and  training  which  is  indispensable 
as  a  preparation  for  citizenship.  No  school  system  can  safely  per- 
mit its  pupils  to  leave  at  14.  At  this  time  character-building  really 
begins;  the  boy  or  girl  is  usually  subjected  to  new  temptations  and 
new  responsibilities.  If  the  instruction  and  guidance  of  the  school 
is  not  continued,  much  of  the  result  of  the  previous  instruction  in 
the  elementai  y  school  will  be  lost.    As  Frederich  Paulsen  says : 

''It  Avill  be  the  mightiest  problem  of  the  twentieth  century  to  build 
upon  the  elementary  school  as  a  general  and  fundamental  form  of 
school  a  new  finishing  educational  institution,  or  to  give  to  the  ele- 
mentary school  instruction  its  necessary  conclusion  in  a  kind  of 
vocational  high  school ;  a  school  whose  problem  will  be  the  carrying 
forward  and  making  fruitful  of  the  general  education  for  vocational 
activity." 

IV.  Vocational  education  is  a  problem  of  adolescence  and  can 
rarely  be  carried  on  with  young  people  under  14  years  of  age.  The 
most  effective  vocational  education,  therefore,  will  be  that  provided 
in  schools  for  young  persons  from  14  years  of  age  and  upward. 

V.  Vocational  education  will  require  for  its  complete  development 
a  great  variety  of  institutions  and  agencies,  according  to  the  occupa- 
tions for  which  preparation  is  being  made.  Some  of  these  will  be 
all-day  schools,  some  evening  schools,  some  part-time  and  some  sea- 
sonal schools;  but  no  school  for  boj's  and  girls  between  14  and  IS 
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should  be  held  in  the  evening  or  after  the  completion  of  a  daj^'s  work 
in  a  vocation. 

VI.  All  vocational  education  requires  that  during  its  progress 
somewhere  and  somehow  the  individual  intimately  concern  himself 
for  a  considerable  portion  of  his  time  with  concrete  productive  work. 
If  possible  this  should  be  carried  on  in  commercial  establishments  on 
a  part-time  or  other  basis. 

VII.  Vocational  education  should  be  made  compulsory  for  young 
people  from  14  to  18  years  of  age  who  are  not  in  other  forms  of 
school.  This  can  be  done  on  the  so-called  part-time  basis,  the  State 
requiring  that  3'oung  persons  of  these  ages  shall  attend  a  vocational 
school  for  at  least  four  hours  per  week. 

VI  n.  Vocational  education  in  schools  for  the  rank  and  file  of 
workers  can  be  carried  on  with  public  support  and  under  public 
control. 

IX.  The  support  of  vocational  education  should  not  be  provided 
only  by  the  local  community.  Owing  to  the  mobility  of  labor  the 
benefits  of  vocational  education  tend  to  diffuse  themselves;  hence  it 
is  is  only  equitable  that  the  State  as  well  as  the  local  community 
should  assist  in  meeting  the  cost  of  vocational  education. 

X.  While  it  is  especially  important  that  this  new  type  of  school 
which  takes  bo3's  or  girls  on  leaving  the  elementary  school  and  pro- 
vides a  practical  vocational  education  should  also  consider  the  needs 
of  the  man  and  the  citizen,  on  the  other  hand  it  must  be  recognized 
that  the  vocation  should  stand  as  the  central  point  of  this  system  of 
instruction  as  the  occupations  of  man  stand  at  the  central  point  of 
every  well-regulated  life  and  exercise  a  reaction  upon  all  the  remain- 
ing activities.  A  good  citizen  will  necessarily  be  a  man  or  woman 
who  is  both  able  and  willing  to  earn  a  decent  lining. 

XI.  Such  vocational  schools  will  keep  in  mind  that  the  boys  and 
girls  in  them  are  endowed  with  the  usual  interest  in  amusements  and 
social  activities  of  various  kinds.  In  the  organization  of  such 
schools,  therefore,  play  and  excursions,  entertainments  and  festivals,, 
libraries  and  reading  halls,  tools,  books  and  other  apparatus  must 
be  supplied  them.  The  problem  is  here  as  elsewhere  with  the  whole 
boy  and  includes  his  recreation. 

XII.  ''No  boy  or  girl  ought  to  be  treated,"  as  Churchill  put  it, 
"merely  as  cheap  labor."  Up  to  18  years  of  age  every  boy  and  girl 
who  is  not  in  school  should  be  learning  a  trade  or  vocation,  as  well 
as  earning  a  living.  No  person  should  be  permitted  to  employ  boys 
or  girls  during  the  formative  years  without  assuming  some  respon- 
sibilit}^  for  their  learning  a  vocation. 
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International  Peace  and  Education. 
(Ellwood  P.  Cubberley.) 

An  important  new  function  which,  our  schools  must  assume  is  that 
of  instilling  into  the  minds  of  the  next  generation  such  ideas  of 
universal  brotherhood  and  the  inter-relations  of  people  as  will  tend 
to  promote  international  peace  and  good  will.  The  world  of  today 
is  vastly  smaller  than  it  was  even  half  a  century  ago,  and  at  the 
same  time  life  in  it  Is  vastly  larger  and  more  significant.  Today, 
as  a  people  we  belong  to  the  world  and  no  longer  to  a  township  or  a 
county.  Each  year  sees  the  different  nations  drawn  into  closer 
intellectual  and  commercial  relations,  and  this  process  is  certain  to 
continue.  The  consolidation  of  diverse  peoples  into  nations  of  size 
and  importance ;  the  breaking  down  of  the  old  racial  barriers ;  the 
spread  of  knowledge  and  education ;  the  progress  of  trade  and  manu- 
facture ;  the  increasing  ease  of  intercommunication ;  the  intermigra- 
tion  of  peoples;  the  newer  concepts  of  law  or  order,  and  the  rapidly 
increasing  expense  of  even  armed  peace — these  are  forces  of  im- 
portance looking  toward  the  time  when  wars  between  nations  shall 
cease,  when  the  international  courts  shall  be  established,  and  when 
the  present  barriers  in  the  way  of  international  commerce  shall  in 
large  part  be  superseded  by  laws  promoting  national  specialization 
and  international  trade. 

In  addition  to  mere  instruction,  our  schools  should  take  upon 
themselves  the  work  of  instilling  into  the  minds  of  the  children 
ideals  of  these  larger  world  relationships.  To  this  end  our  histories 
are  being  rewritten,  with  a  view  to  eliminating  much  of  the  present 
emphasis  on  w^ars,  party  contests  and  glorification  of  the  country 
right  or  wrong,  and  emphasizing  instead  peace,  friendliness  and 
larger  world  conceptions,  and  dwelling  upon  the  progress  of  civiliza- 
tion and  the  finer  deeds  of  heroism  instead  of  on  the  butchery  and 
self-sacrifice  of  war.  Our  school  readers  need  to  be  touched  by 
something  of  the  same  international  spirit,  and  our  geographies, 
should  incorporate  more  relating  to  the  civilization  of  peoples. 

It  is  often  stated  that  it  will  be  some  time  before  wars  between 
nations  shall  cease.  The  best  hope  lies  in  making  a  beginning  some- 
where, and  our  schools  offer  the  best  place  to  begin.  To  teach  kind- 
ness, courtesy,  humanity  and  international  honor,  and  to  emphasize 
the  importance  of  the  arts  of  peace,  are  as  important  functions  of 
our  schools  as  instruction  in  the  accumulated  knowledge  of  the  ages.

Dear  Sir — Iii  the  report  for  the  A^ear  1912  attention  was  called 
to  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  had  enlarged 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  by  the  addition  of  three  members 
after  abolishing  the  so-called  group  system  plan  in  the  elementary 
schools.  Certain  advantages  brought  about  h\  these  changes  were 
also  set  forth.  Another  year's  experience  has  demonstrated  that,  as 
the  superintendents  have  become  more  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
The  teachers,  the  children  and  the  parents,  as  well  as  with  the 
special  needs  of  their  respective  districts,  the  whole  system  has 
steadily  advanced  in  efficient  preparation  of  the  pupils  for  the  active 
duties  of  life. 

The  all-important  question  of  improving  and  strengthening  the 
curriculum  has  engrossed  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents, and  good  progress  has  been  made  in  formulating  tentative 
courses.  These  courses  are  being  subjected  to  trial  in  the  clasrooms. 

Departments  of  household  arts  have  been  installed  in  the  Eastern 
and  Western  High  Schools.  Many  of  the  pupils  are  eagerly  availing 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  offered  to  pursue  the  studies  that 
count  so  strongly  in  the  prosperity  and  contentment  of  the  home. 

The  night  schools  of  our  cit}^  are  doing  excellent  work,  not  only 
for  the  young,  but  also  for  adults  who  in  early  life  had  very  lim- 
ited advantages. 

Opportunity  for  advanced  study  in  the  night  schools  has  also  been 
afforded.  Classes  in  Spanish  and  the  practical  applications  of 
chemistry  and  phy  sics  have  had  special  success. 

The  wider  use  of  school  buildings  has  received  much  attention  at 
the  hands  of  our  school  administration.  Many  rooms  have  been 
opened  in  all  sections  of  the  city  for  the  activities  of  school  and 
home  clubs,  improvement  societies,  the  Children's  Playground  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Public  Athletic  League.  A  still  larger  use  is  con- 
templated whereby  many  more  schools  may  become  social  and  educa- 
tional centres.  Numerous  agencies  are  showing  a  fine  spirit  of 
co-operation  in  the  desire  to  make  the  expensive  school  plant  a  pro- 
ductive agency  for  civic  betterment. 
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There  is  no  difference  of  opinion  regarding  the  duty  of  schools  to 
make  judicious  and  well-defined  provision  for  vocational  training. 
While  Ave  have  happily  met  this  problem  to  a  considerable  extent  iu 
special  cases,  much  yet  remains  to  be  done.  This  worthy  task  will 
challenge  our  earnest  consideration  and  attention. 

The  following  tables  give  statistical  summaries  covering  the  entire 
city  system,  and  I  trust  they  will  be  of  service  to  persons  interested.

My  Dear  Sir  :  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  note  in  the  school  work  of 
this  county  a  healthy  growth  not  only  in  physical  conditions  but  in 
school  spirit  and  enthusiasm.  The  people  are  demanding  more  and 
are  receiving  more.  Local  pride  in  the  prosperity  and  success  of 
many  of  our  schools  is  very  manifest. 

During  vacation  a  number  of  our  enterprising  teachers  attended 
the  Summer  School  of  Johns  Hopkins  University.  This  spirit  is  to 
be  highly  commended,  for  it  means  an  expenditure  of  a  part  of  their 
hard-earned  salaries,  as  well  as  the  dedication  of  time  and  energy 
during  a  very  uncomfortable  season.  While  it  is  beyond  the  ability 
of  this  Board  to  make  any  direct  financial  contribution  toward  the 
expenses  of  those  attending  Summer  Schools,  it  shall  be  our  policy 
to  promote  all  teachers  who  strive  to  improve  their  professional 
equipment. 

^  The  laboratories  in  our  High  Schools  have  been  improved  by  addi- 
tional apparatus.  An  agricultural  course  has  been  added  in  the 
Surrattsville  High  School.  This  prosperous  institution,  situated 
directly  on  the  State  road  from  Southern  Maryland  to  the  National 
Capital,  is  receiving  generous  support  from  the  community  it  serves 
and  is  doing  good  work.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  Baden  Agri- 
cultural High  School,  which  was  opened  under  most  favorable  aus- 
pices last  autumn.  This  school  already  ranks  among  the  best 
Agricultural  High  Schools  of  the  State  and  is  supported  by  a  most 
loyal  public  spirit.  This  is  the  first  consolidated  rural  school  to  be 
established  in  Southern  Maryland,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  scheme  has  worked  most  admirably.  We  are  now  perfect- 
ing arrangements  to  establish  another  consolidated  school  at  Lan- 
ham,  on  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  where  four  schools  may  be 
combined  into  one. 

The  Laurel  High  School  is  again  able  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
a  High  School  Of  the  First  Group,  and  will  enter  upon  a  new  era  of 
usefulness  and  success.

The  High  School  at  the  county  seat,  which  has  supplanted  the 
historic  Marlboro  Academy,  will  ask  to  be  accredited  as  a  High 
School  of  the  Second  Group. 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  county  were  there  such  abundant 
facilities  for  primary  and  secondary  education,  and  the  teachers, 
stimulated  by  increased  salaries,  have  done  faithful  work. 

A  fine  new"  brick  building  with  four  rooms  was  built  last  year  at 
Bowie.  During  the  last  ten  years  27  new  schoolhouses  have  been 
erected  in  the  county,  some  of  these,  of  course,  having  been  con- 
structed to  take  the  place  of  older  ones. 

Prince  George's  county  is  developing  rapidly  owing  to  its  prox- 
imity to  Washington,  and  there  are  now  between  7,000  and  8,000 
children  in  the  public  schools.  Unfortunately,  the  available  re- 
sources are  not  sufficient  for  our  needs,  and  the  work  is  hampered 
in  several  respects  for  the  want  of  funds. 

Notwithstanding  this  the  white  schools  were  kept  open  nine  and 
one-quarter  months  and  the  colored  schools  seven  months,  as  has 
been  our  custom.  Better  salaries  enabled  us  to  improve  our  corps 
of  teachers  and  the  standard  of  proficiency  will  be  gradually  raised.

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  Carroll  County  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1913. 

We  take  pleasure  in  reporting  a  fair  degree  of  success  in  our  year's 
work.  Notwithstanding  the  scarcity  of  funds  and  the  consequent 
low  salaries,  the  teachers  have  shown  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  faithful- 
ness and  a  desire  for  professional  improvement  that  is  highly  encour- 
aging. 

One  of  our  greatest  hindrances  is  the  constant  change  in  the  teach- 
ing corps  from  year  to  year.  There  are  so  many  other  occupations 
offering  higher  salaries  to  young  men  and  women  that  unless  the 
salaries  of  teachers  are  increased  our  schools  will  seriously  feel  the 
loss  occasioned  by  the  withdrawal  from  the  profession  of  many  of 
our  best  teachers. 
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Our  Board  of  County  Commissioners  last  year  sliowed  greater 
liberality  in  its  appropriation  than  ever  before,  yet  the  amount  avail- 
able from  both  county  and  State  was  insufficient  to  meet  the  ever- 
increasing  demand  for  repairs  and  school  supplies,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  make  any  material  increase  in  teachers'  salaries.  We  believe 
that  all  that  is  possible  with  the  funds  at  hand  is  being  done,  and 
that  no  perceptible  increase  in  the  efficiency  of  our  schools  can  be 
accomplished  without  further  State  aid. 

This  year  there  were  six  State  Normal  scholarships  to  be  filled 
from  our  county  and  only  three  applicants  appeared  to  compete  for 
the  appointments.  Why  these  scholarships  are  no  longer  desired  by 
the  young  people  of  our  county,  who  expect  to  engage  in  the  work 
of  teaching,  is  a  matter  which  deserves  serious  consideration.  We 
believe  that  this  tendency  to  enter  into  the  work  of  teaching  without 
professional  training  is  due  to  several  reasons,  the  most  plausible 
being  that  salary  prospects  are  not  sufficiently  attractive  to  justify 
young  persons  in  spending  very  much  time  in  preparation,  or  it  may 
be  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  sufficient  preference  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  teachers  is  not  accorded  to  Normal  graduates,  and  to  others 
who  have  made  special  preparation  for  their  work. 

For  the  first  of  these  causes  there  is  but  one  remedy — more  money ; 
for  the  second,  it  would  be  difficult  under  our  present  system  to  sug- 
gest a  remedy,  as  appointments  are  mostly  in  the  hands  of  district 
trustees,  who  sometimes  employ  teachers  for  other  reasons  than  effi- 
ciency. But  whatever  may  be  the  cause  or  the  remedy,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  is  greatly  impaired  by 
this  tendency,  and  we  should  find,  if  possible,  some  means  by  which 
due  recognition  will  be  given  for  special  training. 

Another  condition  which  confronts  us  in  some  sections  is  the 
lack  of  a  proper  relation  between  the  school  and  the  community.  In 
some  cases  it  may  be  the  fault  of  the  school,  in  others  the  fault  of 
the  oommunit}',  and  it  is  possible  that  in  many  cases  both  are  to 
blame.  This  condition  is  a  dangerous  one  and  is  highly^  destructive 
to  successful  school  work.  Special  efforts  will  be  made  during  the 
next  year  to  eliminate  this  attitude  of  antagonism  and  inertness, 
and  if  possible  to  replace  it  by  one  of  sympathy  and  helpfulness. 

In  submitting  this  report  we  have  endeavored  to  call  attention  to 
three  imperative  needs  for  the  advancement  of  public  education  in 
our  county — more  money,  more  trained  teachers,  and  increased 
school  sentiment.

Dear  Sir  :  I  send  herewith  report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Som- 
erset County  for  the  year  ending  July  31,  1913. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  enrollment  of  pupils  during  the 
past  year  was  somewhat  larger  than  that  for  the  year  previous ;  also 
that  the  average  attendance  shows  a  material  improvement.  This 
is  more  notable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  several  schools  of  the  counts- 
had  been  discontinued. 

The  work  in  the  schools  has  been  of  an  excellent  order,  and  our 
teachers  are  endeavoring  to  measure  up  to  improved  standards.  This 
is  emphasized  by  the  number  of  teachers  who  have  done  Reading 
Circle  work  and  attended  Summer  Schools,  in  addition  to  faitliful 
attendance  at  the  Teachers'  Institute. 

The  School  Board  is  giving  the  matter  of  building  and  repairs 
more  serious  consideration,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Board  to 
perform  this  work  in  a  more  systematic  manner  than  heretofore. 
The  County  Commissioners  have  been  as  generous  in  their  ai>pro- 
priations  for  public  school  purposes  as  conditions  would  ]»t^rmit. 
Last  year  the  county  levy  was  increased  |8,000  over  that  of  1911. 
Much  of  this  increase  was  demanded  by  the  advances  in  teachers' 
salaries,  in  which  respect  the  law  has  been  fully  complied  with.
